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APANESE FAIL 10 
CORNER STAKELBERG: 


Russian Army Defeated at Va- 
fangow Reaches Kai-Chow. 


ANOTHER BATTLE IMMINENT 


Japanese Occupy a Town Near Kai- 
Chow— Attempt by Oku and Ku- 
roki to Effect a Juncture 
Expected. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 22.—The im- 
minence of a battle in the northern part of 
the Liao-Tung Peninsula is admitted by the 
War Office, and is indicated in ictaitel 
dispatches from The Associated Press cor- | 
respondents at Liao-Yang, Kai-Chow, and 
other points 

The week of skirmishing around Siu-Yen 
retarded Gen. Kuroki’s operations, permit- 
ting Gen. Stakelberg to reach Kai-Chow, the 
rear guard slowly falling back on Senuchen 
before the Japanese advance. (Kai-Chow is | 
about fifty miles northeast of Vafangow, | 
where Stakelberg’s army was defeated). 

Meanwhile large forces are hurrying south 
from Liao-Yang to check both Gen. Oku 
and Gen. Kuroki. 

It is believed here that Gen. Kuropat- 
kin’s object is to prevent a juncture of the 
Japanese armies. On the other hand the 
aim of the Japanese is apparently to drive | 
the Russians out of the Liao-Tung Penin- ! 
sula, preparatory to a march on Liao- | 
Yang. The approach of the rainy season 
is ™more than likely to precipitate matters. | 

Nothing is known officially of the report- 
ed occupation of Haiung-Yao-Cheng 
(Siung-Yue-Cheng, twenty-five miles south 
of Kai-Chow) by the Japanese. If the re- 
port is correct it agrees substantially with ; 
the Japanese pian of advance as it is un- | 
derstood here, but it shows that the Jap- | 


anese outposts are further forward than ; 
Russian advices indicate. ! 
Kuroki’s Strong Base. 

LIAO-YANG, June 21.—The 
army base at Siu-Yen is evidently strong- 
ly established along a line from Kai-Chow 
to Yen-Tai. 

Rumors of a battle northeast of Kai- 
Chow are evidently correct. 

The Japanese this week advanced to a 
point sixteen miles east of Kai-Chow, but 
retired. 

It is presumed that Gen. Oku is now ad- 
vancing to the north by the way of Fu- 
Chow and the coast road, thus enabling 
him to obtain provisions from the sea. 

From a reliable source it is reported that 
the Japanese. in the vicinity of Port Ar- 
thur are .now entirely inactive, and the 
Russians are not concerned regarding the 
situation there, that in the north being now 
the most important factor. 

Gen. Kuropatkin seems omnipresent. 
is believed that he has visited the entire 
front since the battle of Vafangow. 

The Japanese fleet is probably co-operat- 
ing with Gen. Oku’s advance along the 
coast. . 

The two Japanese armies threaten mo- j 
mentarily to attempt a juncture, assisted 
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of Liao-Tung. 

Heavy rains have been falling since June 
16 and have hampered operations. They 
indicate the commencement of the rainy 
season in the south, though possibly for a 
month or more it will be dry in the north. 

Further drafts of troops are passing 
southward, where constant skirmishing is 
reported by the wounded men who are re- 
turning here. 

Retire as Japanese Advance. 

KAI-CHOW. June 22.—Japanese scouts 
have appeared two miles from Seu-Chen, 
(Siung-Yue-Cheng?) The main columns of 
the ehemy are three miles in the rear. 
Gen. Samsonoff, with the Russian rear- 
guard, is falling back as the Japanese ad- 
vance. 

A number of men missing after the battle 
of Vafangow have rejoined their regiments. 
The Russian losses will, it is expected, 
total 3,500. The troops are in excellent con- 
dition, in spite of the fearful weather. The 
roads are ankle deep in mire, but the rains ! 
are now ceasing. 

Gen. Kuropatkin arrived here on Monday, 
inspected Gen. Stakelberge’s corps, and ad- 
dressed the troops, saying: 

“TI shall see you again soon. 
settle with the Japanese promptly. 
then we are not going home.” 

The men responded heartily. 

The General also addressed the regiments 
which specially distinguished themselves 
in the recent fighting and presented the 
St. George Cross to 250 officers and men 
who were drawn up on the platform of the !

William D. Lambert a Suicide—Police 
Threat Gets Letter to Wife. 


William D. Lambert of the Produce Ex- 
change firm of Lambert & Barrows com- 
mitted suicide at his home, 61 Seventh 
Avenue, Brooklyn, last night, by shooting 
himself in the right temple. Dr: W. H. B. 
Pratt of 94 Sixth Avenue, was called to at- 
tend Mr. Lambert, but he had died in- 
stantly. 

The only known reason for Mr. Lambert's 
deed is that he had been working very hard 
lately, and had in consequence suffered 
from nervous prostration. For months he 
had shown evidence of mental depression. 
Mr. Lambert leaves a widow and a daugh- 
ter, who is married to Dr. Frank H. Knight 
of Brooklyn. 

A letter addressed to his wife 
by the suicide, and this Mrs. 
declined to give up to the police, saying 
that it was of a personal nature, and would 
throw no light on the suicide.

on having the letter, however, and obtained 
it after he had threatened the bereaved wo- 
man with arrest.

WASHINGTON, June 22.—A cablegram 
was received to-day by Secretary Hay from 
Consul General Gummere, at Tangier, rel- 
ative to the Perdicaris negotiations. 

‘It indieates that satisfactory progress is 
net being made, and it is intimated that 
the good faith of the Moorish Government 
is being called-into question by our nego- 
tiators. 

In response to their application for fur- 
ther instructions Secretary Hay has told ; 
them that they must adhere strictly to their 
original instructions; that they must not 
in any way become involved in guarantees 
or otherwise with other nations; that they 
must not land marines or sailors without 
specific instructions from Washington, and ' 
finally that they must demand from the 
Moorish Government either Perdicaris alive 
or Rais Uli dead. . 


TANGIER, June 22.—Mulai Hamet, Sher- 
ecf of Wazztu, says that he will leave Tan- 
gier to-morrow morning with the ransom 
to be paid to Rais Uli for ‘the release of 
Messrs. Perdicaris and Varley, and that he 
expects to return to-morrow night. 

He refuses to allow newspaper corre- 
spcendents to accompahy him because of 
the danger that the arrangements might 
thereby be upset.

Standard Repudiates Al Alleged Contract 
and Cuts Prices Again.

AUGUSTA. Ga., June 22.—Following their 


declaration of three days ago to dishonor all 
orders for kerosene from the Augusta 
Brokerage Company, to-day the Standard 
Oil Company peremptorily turned down an 
order for 3,000 barrels of kerosene presented 
by Murphy & Co., wholesale grocers of 
Augusta, from which the first test of the 


alleged contract to sell lower than any 
competitor is likely to be the outcome. 

Murphy & Co. announce in a few days 
they will probably take steps to sue for 
damages from the Rockefeller company. 
This action will be followed by suits of 
other holders of similar contracts, and be- 
fore many days, it is said, that the Stand- 
ard Oil Company will find suits for dam- 
ages filed against them which will probably 
aggregate $1,006,000. 

The Standard Oli Company is still cutting 
prices, and is now selling oil to dealers 
here at 11 cents, a cut of 3 cents lately. Oul 
dealers in Augusta are saving over $1,100 a 
week from this cut. 


KIDNAP MT. VERNON GRADUATES 


Alumni Hazers Elude Police Guard and 
Duck Fifteen.

MOUNT VERNON, N. Y., June 22.—Fif- 
teen members of the graduating class of 
1904 of the Mount Vernon High School 
were kidnapped last night after the com- 
mencement exercises by a band of hazerg 
compos¢d of graduates and taken to the 
woods In Pelham, where they were tied to 
trees dnd immersed in a pond. Some of 
the graduates did not get back to Mount 
Vernon until daylight. 

Two of them, after being lashed to treeg 
for nearly two hours, struck upon a novel 
scheme to free themselves. They took 
matches from each other’s pockets and 
burned the ropes which held them fast. 

Last night before the exercises began the 
police heard a rumor that the .graduates 
were to be hazed by the alumni, and Chief 
Foley stationed a guard of eight patrolmen 
around the Fifth Avenue school building. 
Notwithstanding this precaution fifteen of 
the boys were captured by the hazers when 
they came out and loaded on trolley cars 
bound for New Rochelle and Pelham. 

Chief Foley and a patrol wagon loaded 
with policemen dashed down the street 
after the cars, yelling to the kidnappers to

MOTHER GIVES ACID TO GIRL.

Brought to despair by the drunkenness of 
her husband, Mrs. Horace Ashely of 14 
South Sixth Street, this morning forced a 
quantity of carbolic acid down the throat 
of their four-year-old daughter, Anna, and 
then committed suicide by swallowing the 
same poison.

kill himself. The rent was overdue, and 
Mrs. Ashely had used practically ser last 
cent in buying four ounces of the acid at a 
nearby drug store.

CHICAGO, June 22.—This was “ Uncle 
Joe” Cannon’s day at the Repblblican Na- 
tional Convention. From the minute the 
quaint Speaker of the House took the gavel 
from Elihu Root at to-day’s session and 
became the permanent Chairman, the body 
took on an air more nearly resembling life 
than at any other time... However, it was 
the life and ginger of Cannon, not that of 
the assemblage itself. 

The Speaker, who appeared in rare spirits 
after having. throttled his boom for the ; 
Vice Presidency, had his gathering in har- 
mony with him from the first, and every- 
body in a good humor, ~ then proceeded 
to run things along the\lines laid’ down 
by the National Committee, which included 
@ careful watch, so that the convention 
would not forte a quick-action session, 
and adjourn without meeting Thursday. 

During the entire day the only time 
when there was anything like a real! live 
convention demonstration was toward the 
close of the session, when Chairman Can- 
non announced that Admiral Chadwick, in 
Mediterfanean waters, did not regard the 
Morocco situation as promising, and that 
on receipt of this information Secretary 
of State Hay had wired instructions to 
Consul General.Gummere at Tangier. 

The delegates were much mystified over 
this proceedure, until the Chairman handed 
a dispatch over to the Secretary of the 
convention with instructions to read. He 
did so as follows: a 

‘<Gtimmere; Tangier: We want either 
Perdicaris alive or Rais Uli dead.”

plauded, cheered, stood on their seats, and 
shouted, ‘while ‘Uncle Joe” Cannon 
‘beamed on them and at his judgment in

Roosevelt and Hay at last had { 
succeeded in creating artificial respiration 
and heart’ action in the convention through 
saline treatment.

He surely had blocked all efforts to force 
a night session and an adjournment to- 
night, In spite of this, however, the dele- 
gates are leaving the city in bunches and 
there will be big holes in the delegations 
to-merrow. The delegates who wanted an 
adjournment to-night, when they saw they 
could not get it, urged that the Presidential 
nomination at least be settled, leaving only 
the second nomination for to-morrow. This 
even was denied, and so many are getting 
away to-night either for their homes or for 
the St. Louis Fair. 

Before leaving, however, the delegates 
have sought out friends, and to them have 
turned over their delegates’ badges and 
tickets, making arrangements to have these 
friends occupy their places in the delegates’ 
seats to-morrow. This is to prevent, 50 
far as possible, the presence of empty seats 
at the session. 


PROGRAMME FOR TO-DAY. 


Work of Nominating Candidates Likely 
to be Expedited. 


Special to The New York Times. 


CHICAGO, June 22.—The convention has 
disposed of all preliminaries and to-mor- 
row the main purpose for which it con- 
vened will be carried out in the nomina- 
tion of candidates for President and Vice 
President of the United States. 

In order that the work may be, completed 
at an early hour in the afternoon, it has 
been arranged that the convention shall 
meet at 10 o’clock. Indeed, the work might 
have been completed to-day had it not been 
for an understanding between the National 
Committee and the committee of Chicago 
citizens that the convention would be ex- 
‘ended over three days. 

Bven with this understanding, there was 

danger at one time that the convention 
might be induced to finish its work to-day. 
it was proposed by the New York delega- 
tion, and the proposition was approved by 
ether delegations which had been consulted 
that immediately upon the adoption of the 
platform the roll should be called for nom- 
inations. This was abandoned, however, 
with an agreement made for an early 
meeting in the morning. 
«Comparatively little time will be required 
to/make the nominations. There is no lon- 
rer. opposition to Fairbanks for Vice Pres- 
ident, and his nomination, like that of Mr. 
Roosevelt, will be made with unanimity. 

Mr. Hitt was practically withdrawn from 
the race to-day. The Illinois delegation 
having been instructed to cast its vote for 
Mr Hitt, Senator Cullom felt that Mr. Hitt 
could not be withdrawn without consulta- 
tion anid by the formal action of the dele- 
gation. Accordingly Mr. Hitt was made 
aware of the fact that Fairbanks was the 
choice of the convention; that all candi- 
Gates had been withdrawn, and Mr. Hitt 
‘was asked whether he desired that the IIli- 
mois delegation should keep him in the 
field and present his name to the conven- 
tien. To this he replied releasing the dele- 
@ation, and at a meeting to-day it was de- 
cided to withdraw Hitt and vote for Fair- 
banks.

Declares Roosevelt {s Stronger 
Than the Republican Party. 


SAYS IMPERIALISM IS PAST 


Would Change Constitution to Give 
Complete Power to Party Elected 
—Trade and the Trusts. 


CHICAGO, June 22.—Speaker Cannon, 
Chairman of the convention, had carefully 
prepared a speech of about 2,500 words, 
which had been duly printed for the benefit 

| of the convention and in readiness for pub- 
lication in the newspapers. 

When it came to delivering it, however, 
Mr. Cannon, who in Congress always 
speaks extempore, was unable to remember 
his written discourse, and frankly telling 
the vast audience so, much to their amuse- 
ment, plunged into one of his characteristic 
orations, 

It was as follows: 

“Gentlemen of the Convention: 

“For the first time in my life I have in 

black and white enough sentences to con- 


tain 2,500 words to say to you. I have 
tried to memorize it, but I cannot. I have 
given it out through the usual channels to 
the great audience, and now I must either 
beg to be excused entirely or I must do like 
we do down in the House of Representa- 
tives under the five-minute rule and make 
a few feeble remarks: 

“But that no man shall say that I have 
not made a great speech, I will set that 
matter at rest by saying that from be- 
ginning to end I heartily indorse every 
statement of fact and every sentiment that 
was given you yesterday from the tempo- 
rary presiding officer in the greatest speech 
ever delivered at a convention. 


As to Enthusiasm. 


** Now let me go on and ramble. And first 
they say that there is no enthusiasm in this 
convention. Gentlemen, the great river that 
has its thirty feet of water rising in the 
mountains and growing in depth and 
breadth down to the ocean, bears upon its 
bosom the commerce of that section of land 
that it drains, and bears it out to the 
world. It is a silent river, and yet there 
are brawling rivers, like to the River Platte 
out in Nebraska, that is fourteen miles 
wide and four inches deep, and makes more 
noise than the bigger rivers. 

“When we were young folks twenty 
years ago we went to see our best girls. 
We were awfully enthusiastic if she would 
give us a. nod of the head or the trip away, 
catch-me-if-you-can, to enter upon the 
chase; that was awfully strenuous and 
awfully enthusiastic. But when she said 
‘yes’ the good relations were established, 
and we went on evenly throughout the 
balance of our lives. 

“It is a contest thaf makes enthusiasm. 
In 1904, as in 1900, everybody has known 
for twelve months past who is to be our 
standard bearer in this campaign. We are 
here for business. I wonder if our friends 
the enemy would not be glad of a little of 
our kind of enthusiasm, 

“I might illustrate further; I don’t know 
that it is necessary. I see some of my 
former friends before me—my colleague, 
Col. Lowden, and various others. Now, 
there is not one of you that raises chickens 
as I do but what understands that when 
the hen comes off the nest with one chicken 
she does more scratching and makes more 
noise than the motherly hen that is fortu- 
nate with twenty-three. Our friends the 
enemy will have the enthusiasm; we will 
take the votes in November.

‘Madde? Made by labor? Yes. Made by 
labor that works less hours than any labor 
on earth. Made by labor that, conserva- 
tively stated, receives one dollar and three- 
quarters as against the average of the 
competitive labor in the world of one 


dollar, 
Who Make the Markets. 


“Oh, gentlemen, it is not a few rich 
men that make markets. Nay, nay. It is 
the multiplied millions on the farm, in the 
mine, and in the factory, that work to-day 
and consume to-morrow, and with steady 
employment and good wage, give us, with 
80,000,000 people, a market equal to 200,-

“Foreign combinations? Yes. But all 
the while these great wealth-seeking indi- 
viduals desiring favorable investments 
month by month and year by year, enter- 
prising citizens desiring gain, found addi- 
tional industries. 

“ Take the census of 1900. The figures are 


correctly tabulated and made according to 
| the facts, and the census of 1900 shows 
that, from the establishments of the so- 
culled trusts in the United States, only 14 
per cent. of the factory product came, 
whereas 86 per cent. of the factory product 
came from their competitor individuals and 
small] ownerships. 

‘And it is bound to be that way, if you 
wil! stop and think. There are eighty mill- 
ious of our people. If some man conceives 
the idea that, when he dies, wisdom will 
have departed, and that he can corner the 
air and the water and the sunlight, he will 
find eighty millions of people who make our 
civilization that will not only make a law 
and put it into force, but, by competition 
and enterprise, will swear that the admit- 
ted declaration of the enemy is a false- 


hood. 

“Can you prove it? Yes. Just a minute. 
In the jast two years the wind and the 
water that came from overcapitalization in 
forming the so-called trusts have been 
squeezed out, and there are people who 
make ‘mouth bets’ about the price of 
watered companies and companies that 
have gas on top of the water, made by the 
printing press certificates. Oh, they stand 
around and say: 

““* Why, there is the most extraordinary 
shrinkage in values that was ever known. 

“* How much?’ 

“*Oh, a good many hundreds of mill- 
ions; the Wall Street journal says over @ 
billion six hundred million.’

The Question of Strikes. 


“*Oh, but,’ says our enemy, ‘my good- 
ness, look at the strikes you are having in 
this country!’, That is their strong sult. 
Strikes! Strikes! 

“Now, what is a strike? The strike is 
an effort by the employer and the employe 
to agree how the profit should be divided. 
If the employe doesn’t get as much as he 
thinks he ought to get after arbitration has 
been tried, he strikes. A quarrel about 
something. The division of something. Well, 
then it is absolutely necessary to have a 
strike that there should be a profit. 

“Great God, how many strikes were there 


under Cleveland when the Democrats had 
the running of things? When money be- 
came scarce the profits were scarce. There 
is the whole story.

The law, the sheet- 
anchor of civilization, is strong enough to 
pull down the strongest; strong enough to 
curb -the wicked and the vicious; strong 
enough, like the grace of God, to throw its 
arms about the weak and the poorest, and 
bring him under its protection. 


All. Must Obey Under Roosevelt. 


“All must obey under Theodore Roose- 
velt, as the National representative of the 
law. He is and will continue to be with- 
out favor or affection the representative of 
law, supreme, and universal in our bor- 
ders. 

“A few words more and I will conclude. 
Our Government is of the people. It is di- 
vided into co-ordinate branches—the 
Judges of the United States courts who 
hold office for life or during good be- 
havior; the Executive, the Congress, which 
consists of two co-ordinate branches—the 
House and the Senate, great legislative 
bodies; they could not be otherwise, born 
as they are of 80,000,000 of people who are 
competent for self-government.

The price of convention seats had a ter- 
rible slump to-day. They were offered for 
$1. The demand was light. One ticket sell- 
er bore the badge of a delegate. 


A number of “Lives” of the President 
are being sold on the street in front of the 
hall. One of these is called ‘‘ The Triumphs 
of the Roosevelt Administration,” and an- 
other is a tiny book “ The Candidate,’”’ not 
more than an inch square. The men selling 
it called out: 

“Smallest life of the greatest man. Put 
Roosevelt in your vest pocket.”’ 


This morning Senator Hansbrough came 
down the elevator of his hotel and was met 
by the manager, who said: “ Well, Senator, 
I trust you are being entertained all right.’”’ 

“Oh, I’m being entertained well enough. 
I wish some one would entertain my ideas 
on the tariff just as well.” 

Bicgisme 


During a lull in the convention proceed- 
ings to-day the Georgia delegation sent 
over the following note to the Alaska dele- 
sation, whose bald eagle totem poles are 
t] e picturesque feature of the convention:

“It repre- 
sents life to me, and an important part of 
our life in America. No, I am not trying 
to get ‘copy,’ although — experiences 
always make good reading. But one does 
not have to enter politics to be able to de- 

cribe a camp I went into politics as 

would go into anything in which I was in- 
terested. I like it, and I like the men it 
brings to a convention of this sort. I have 
always taken an intense interest in political 
campaigns.

In 
England it is quite different. Some of the 
best men in Parliament and in the Cabinets 
are the authors.”

Crowd in Auditorium. 


CHICAGO, June 22.—Further to stimulate 
party enthusiasm a political mass meeting 
wag held in the Auditorium to-night which 
was addressed by Senator Depew and other 
well-known Republican orators, who sound- 
ed the keynote of the coming campdign:* 

Long before the meeting began the thea- 
tre was surrounded by tremendous crowds

‘““No President of the United States has 
ever done so much for this country by his 
alleged conservatism, his alleged wisdom, 
his alleged tact, his alleged safety, as Theo- 
dore Roosevelt has done by his indiscretion. 

‘*He was indiscreet when, as Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy, he sent powder 
everywhere and ordered that it should be 
burned because it was manufactured for 
that purpose. Roosevelt had the powder 
used all the time to make perfect the aim 
of the gunners in the navy. That was why 
at Santiago Cervera’s fleet was sunk in 
twenty minutes.” 


DEPEW AMUSES CROWD. 


Makes a Speech from Stairway of Audi- 
torium Hotel. 


Special to The New York Times, 
-CHICAGO, June 22.—Senator Chauncey M. 
Depéw amused a big crowd in the corridor 
of the Auditorium Hotel to-night with a 
speech which he made from the main stair- 


way. He said: 

‘‘Having just come in from the <Audi- 
torium Theatre, where I addressed a large 
and enthusiastic audience, I have been 
urged by this gentleman at my side to ad- 
dress you. I don’t know who he ls. [Laugh- 
ter. A voice—‘‘ Patterson.’’] 

“ Well, I am glad to make his acauaint- 
ance, but I have no information a3 to the 
man who struck him. [Laughter.j 

“This evening I received the follcowing 
telegram: ‘ You are invited to make a trip 
over the Trans-Siberian Railway to Port 
Arthur.’ 

**T have no intention of accepting that 
invitation, not being a partisan of either 
side in the controversy which is going on 
over there. >I would rather run fcr Vice 
President. 

**Now, while I am delighted to address 
you, I want to dissipate any idea that you 
may have that I am a town pen that is 
always running at the mouth, ‘There are 
occasions when I dry up. 

“We are told that there is no enthu- 
siasm in this convention. Well, I found lots 
of it to-night at the Anditorium Theatre, 
There is lots of it here, and it is almost 
riotous in the bar.” 

Mr. Depew then said that Theodore 
Roosevelt was a twentieth century Presi- 
dent, and that Fairbanks was a man fit 
to be President. He advised every voter 
within his heari; to get out and work 
for Roosevelt and Fairbanks, and when the 
election was over come down to Washing- 
ton and remind the candidates that they 
owed their election to them. 

Senator Fairbanks, who had been hold- 
ing a reception in the corridor when Mr. 
Depew came in and who was an auditor 
of the New York Senator’s address, was 
ealled upon for a apeeck when Mr. Depew 
had concluded, but hastily beat a retreat.

PLAN OF THE CAMPAIGN 


Headquarters to be Established in Chi- 
cago and This City, with Cor- 
telyou in Charge Here.

CHICAGO, June 22.—Secretary Cortelyou 
arrived this afternoon, and is stopping at 
the Chicago Club, where he was called upon 
to-night by many of the Republican lead- 
crs, including several members of the Na- 
tional Committee. The opposition to Mr. 
Cortelyou’s selection has been withdrawn, 
but there is still a decided feeling against 
the wisdom of his selection on the part of 
a rumber of the members of the National 
Committee. 

It was proposed by these gentlemen to 
enter a formal protest against’ his-selection 
wher the committee ‘meets for organiza’ 
tion, but it is understood this -was' aban- 
donned and that the desire of the President 
for Mr. Cortelyou as Chairman. of the com- 
mittee will be-.reluctantly ‘acquiesced in 
without any exhibition of feeling. 

The committee will meet on Friday, when 
an Executive Committee and a Chairman 
will be selected. The coming of Mr. Cor- 
telyou to Chicago at this time is on the 
advice of ex-Secretary Root and other 
friends of the President, who believe the. 
ooposition to Cortelyou will be entirely 
overcome by his meeting and consultation 
with the members. Moreover it is consid- 
ered advisable that the future Chairman 
should improve this opportunity to meet 
cll the members of the committee. 

As the campaign will be committed. to 
the eight or nine gentlemen who will be 
designated as the Executive Committee, the 
other members will have no occasion to 
agair meet until called together, nearly 
four years hence, for the purpose of se- 
lecting a time and place for holding the 
National Convention in 1908. , 

it ig the understanding that the Execu- 
tive Committee will be divided into two see- 
tions, one of which will establish headquar- 
ters at New York and the other at Chica- 
go. Harry 8. New of Indiana will have 
charge of the Chicago section, with Elmer 
Dover as Secretary, and Chairman Cortel- 
you will be in direct charge at New York, 
with L. A. Coolidge of Washington, D. C., 
as Secretary. It is further understood 
that Mr. Cortelyou, in addition to having 
direct charge of the New York headquar- 
ters, will have supervision of Chicago, and 
that the entire campaign will be under his 
direction. 

The location of principal headquarters at 
New York will enable the President and 
Chairman Cortelyou to keep in close touch, 
and as the President will spend a consid- 
erable portion of his time at Oyster Bay 
during the period covered by the campaign, 
he will be able to always be within easy 
reach of the campaign managers.

For High Balls 
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FIGHT ON TARIFF = 
PLANK 1S. AVERTED 


Platforrn Makes Some Conces- 
sions to Revisionists. 


ACHIEVEMENTS OF PARTY 


Record of Fifty Years Reviewed— 
Reduction of Southern Represen- 
tation Hinted At. 


Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, June 22.—The apprehension 


that there would be a contest in the com- 
vention over certain features of the plat- 
form was allayed by a unanimous agree- 
ment of the subcommittee reached at an 
early hour this morning. 

The tariff plank was the great subject 
of anxiety and a great deal of debate was 
indulged in before its language was 80 
formed as to meet general approval. The 
Tariff League people are not satisfied with 
the declaration adopted, as they were in- 
sistent for a radical “‘stand pat” resolu- 


tion. Senator Hansbrough did not get his 
proposition adopted in terms, but he be- 
lieves the changes made in the original 
Graft are substantially what he and those 
who stand with him for readjustment to 
meet changed conditions contended for. 

The agreement of the subcommittee was 
reported to the full committee this morn- 
ing and unanimously adopted, thus remov- 
ing all fear that objections would be raised 
in the convention. 

While insisting on the principles of pro- 
tection, the platform declares that “ The 
rates of duty should only be readjusted 
when conditions have so changed that the 
public interests demand their alteration,” 
and it is claimed that thig work can be 
done only by the Republican Party. There 
is no intimation that the readjustment 
shall be done at an early day, nor is there 
anything like an admission that the exist- 
ing schedules are in need of readjustment, 
The country is asked to place its confidence 
in the Republican Party and to accept the 
assurance that “To a Republican Congress 
and a Republican President this great ques- 
tion can be safely intrusted.” 

Reciprocity gets a brief ‘paragraph, 
-but no substantial promise of entering 
upon such a policy of reciprocity as is out- 
lined in the treaties negotiated by both Mc- 
Kinley and Roosevelt and upon which the 
Senato has declined to act, is given. 


Text of the Platform. 


The platform is as follows: 

Fifty years ago the Republican Party 
came into existence dedicated among other 
purposes to the great task of arresting the 
extension of human slavery. In 1860 it 
elected its first President. 

During twenty-four of the forty-four 
years which have elapsed since the elec- 
tion of Lincoln the Republican Party has 
held complete control of the Government, 
For eighteen more of the forty-four years 
it has held partial control through the 
possession of one or two branches of the 
Government, while the Democratic Party 
during the same period has had complete 
control for only two years. 

This long tenure of power by the Repub- 
lican Party is not due to chance, It is a 
demonstration that the Republican Party 
has commanded the confidence of the 
American people for nearly two generations 
to a degree never equaled in our history, 
and has displayed a high capacity for rule 
and government, which has been made 
even more conspicuous by the incapacity 
and infirmity of purpose shown by its op- 
ponents. 

The Republican Party entered upon its 
present period of complete supremacy in 
1897. We have every right to congratulate 
ourselves upon the work since then accom- 
plished, for it has added lustre even to the 
traditions of the party which carried the 
Government through the storms of civil 
war. 

We then found the country after four 
years of Democratic rule in evil plight, op- 
pressed with misfortune and doubtful of 
the future.

Under the Dingley tariff la- 
bor has been fully employed, wages have 
risen, and all industries have revived and 
prospered. 


Gold Standard Established. 


We firmly established the gold standard 
which was then menaced with destruction. 
Confidence returned to business, and with 
confidence an unexampled prosperity. 

For deficient revenues supplemented by 
improvident issues of bonds we gave the 
country an income which produced a large 
surplus and which enabled us only four 
years after the Spanish war had closed to 
Temove over $100,000,000 of annual war 
taxes, reduce the public debt, and lower 
the interest charges of the Government. 

The public creait, which had been so low- 
ered that in time of peace a Democratic

In the Philippines we have suppressed in- 
eurrection, established order, and given to 
life and property a security never known 
there before. We have organized civil gov- 
ernment, made it effective and strong in 
administration, and have conferred upon 
the people of those islands the largest civil 
liberty they have ever enjoyed. 

By our ssession of the eee we

We cordially approve the attitude of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and Congress in regard to 
the exclusion of Chinese labor and promise 
a continuance of the Republican policy in 
that direction. 

The civil service law was placed on the 
statute books by the Republican Party, 
which has always sustained it, and we re- 
new our former declarations that it shall 
be thoroughly and honestly enforced. 

We are always mindful of the country’s 
debt to the soldiers and sailors of the 
United States and we believe in makin 
ample provision for them and in the libera 
administration of the pension laws. 

We favor the peaceful settlement of inter- 
national differences by arbitration. 


For Freedom of Travel Abroad. 


We commend the vigorous efforts made 
by the Administration to protect American 
citizens in foreign lands and pledge our- 
selves to insist upon the just and equal 
protection of all our citizens abroad. It 
is the unquestioned duty of the Government 
to procure for all our citizens, without dis- 
tinction, the rights of travel and sojourn in 


friendly countries, and we declare ourselves 
in favor of all proper efforts tending to 
that end 

Our great interests and our growing com- 
merce the Orient render the condition of 
China of high importance to the United 
States. We cordially commend the policy 
pursued in that direction by the Adminis- 
trations of President McKinley and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

We favor such Congressional action as 
shall determine whether by special discrim- 
inations the elective franchise in any State 
has been unconstitutionally limited, and, if 
euch is the case, we demand that represen- 
tation in Congress and in the Electoral Col. 
leges shall be proportionally reduced as di- 
rected by the Constitution of the United 
States. 

Combinations of capital and of labor are 
the results of the economic movement of 
the age, but neither must be permitted to 
infringe upon the rights and interests of the 
people. uch combinations when lawfully 
formed for lawful purposes are alike en- 
titled to the protection of the laws, but both 
are subject to the laws, and neither can be 
permitted to break them. 

The eat statesman and patriotic Amer- 
ican illiam McKinley, who was re-elected 
by the Republican Party to the Presidency 
four years ago, was assassinated just at the 
threshold of his second term. he entire 
Nation mourned his untimely death and 
did that justice to his great qualities of 
mind and character which history will con- 
firm and repeat. 

The American people were fortunate in 
his successor, to whom they turned with a 
trust and confidence which have been fully 
justified. President Roosevelt brought to 
the great responsibilities thus sadly forced 
upon him a clear head, a brave heart, an 
earnest patriotism, and high ideals of public 
duty and public service. 

True to the yen of the Republican 
Party and to the policies which that party 
had declared, he has also shown himself 
ready for every emergency and has met new 
and vital questions with ability and with 
success.

PARDONS CHINESE REFORMERS. 


Empress Dowager Issues an Edict on the 
Occasion of Her Birthday. 


PEKING, June 22.—An imperial edict has 
just been ‘issued which pardons all who 
were connected with the reform movement 
in 1898, with the exception of Kang-Yu- 
Wei, Liang-Che-Chau, and Sun-Wen. 

The edict is issued on the occasion of the 
celebration of the birthday of the Dowager 
Empress. 


The coup d’état in China in 1898 by which 
the young Emperor was deprived by the 
Dowager Empress of all real power and 
relegated tc he confition of a figurehead 
was the direct result of the activity of the 
Reform Party, headed by Kang-Yu-Wei. 
The Dowager Empress, alarmed at the 
‘radical measures the Emperor was adopt- 
ing, seized the reins of power, and the lead- 
ers of the reformers were either beheaded 
or banished 

Kang-Yu-Wei, upon whose head a price 
was put by the Dowager Empress, escaped 
from China with a few of his followers. 


It is said that the Emperor personally 
warned Kang of his peril, and that the 
British Minister at Peking aided the re- 
former to get away. 

Recently the Dowager Empress has been 
disposed to pogned the reformers more len- 
iently, and it is even possible'that later on 
the surviving leaders will pardoned.

“Phe latest announcement of an offi- 
cial character is that all will be ready 
tor the start in August, but this infor- 
mation need deceive no one with even a 
slight knowledge of ship and engine 
building technique. 

“The only battleship of the seven at 
present in process of completion or con- 
struction which it will be technically pos- 
sible to dispatch from the Baltic in effi- 
cient condition in August is the Impera- 
tor Alexander. Two others of the new 
battleships under construction were only 
recently laid down, and may be ready 
in 1906, but cannot possibly be ready 
next year. The Slava’s chances of ac- 
companying any fleet to the Pacific be- 
fore the middle of next year may be dis- 
missed. The Borodino is completing, 
but, like the Kniaz Suvaroff, is still far 
from ready even for her preliminary 
trials. 

“The Orel is in worse case. Apart 
from the fact that her back was recentiy 
strained in an accident on the Neva, a 
number of fittings on her had to be re- 
moved, and I learn that trouble occurred 
with some of her boilers. 

“TIT have referred only to the battle- 
ships under construction and approach- 
ing completion. It is useless to treat of 
the cruisers’ chances of dispatch at an 
early date when the facts in regard to 
the battleship section are as above.”

LIFE PRESERVERS ON 
SLOCUM DATED 1895 


Inquest Shows None New Since 
Then—Rusted by Wires. 


APPARENT DEATH ROLL 930

Searchers Recovered 37 More Bodies 
Yesterday—52 Bodies of Unkown 
Dead Ready for Eurial Te-day,

Thirty-seven additional bodies were taken 
from -the water near the scene of the Slo- 
cum disaster off North Brother Island yes- 
terday, making the total number of bodies 
recovered 885. Fifty-two more identifica- 
tions were made, bringing the aggregate of 
identified dead up to 768. Of these fifty-two 
thirty-three had been reported previously as 
missing, so that the present list of the 
missing numbers 162, which, added to the 
total of identified dead, makes the ap- 
parent death total 930. 

At yesterday’s session of the Coroner‘s 
“inquest it was admitted by the officers of 
the Knickerbocker Steamboat Company 
that no new life preservers were placed on 
board the Slocum since 1895. The engineer 
testified that he never knew of a fite drill 
aboard her, and other witnesses told of the 
inflammable character of the contents of 
the cabin where the fire started. Another 
member of.the Slocum’s crew expressed the 
opinion that wires placed to hold the life 
preservers in-position had rotted them. 

The bodies of fifty-two unidentified dead 
were prepared for burial yesterday. Their 
interment will take place to-day in the 
Lutheran Cemetery at Middle Village, L. I. 


LIFE PRESERVERS WERE OLD. 


Slocum Had No New Ones Since 1895 
—Minister Had One That Broke. 


Coroner Berry and his jury heard further 
testimony yesterday as to the causes that 
led to the terrible loss of life on the steam- 
boat General Slocum on Wednesday of last 
week, and a number of facts were learned 
that will beyond doubt figure prominently 
when the jury comes to place the responsi- 
bility for the disaster, 

Francis P. Garvan, who has been con- 
ducting the inquest for the District At- 
torney’s office, made the statement on 
Tuesday that he would prove that not a 
new life preserver had been put on the 
Slocum since 1895. He said he believed 
that he could prove that none had been put 
on the boat since she had been launched in 
1891, but he would content himself with the 
first-named date. He has been gradually 
working to that end, until just after the 
opening of the inquest yesterday when 
Terence McManus, representing the Knick- 
erbocker Steamboat Company, conceded on 
the part of the company exactly the point 
that Mr. Garvan had been working to prove. 

“In order not to prolong this investiga- 
tion,”’ said sir. McManus, “‘ my clients will 
concede that no new life preservers have 
been put on board the General Slocum since 
1895. We did not believe that any were 
needed, and relied entirely on the inspection 
made by the Federal authorities that every- 
thing on the boat was in first-class con- 
dition.” 

The jurors looked at each other with sur- 
prise clearly written on their faces when 
Mr. McManus made this admission. 

“It is just as well that this was admit- 
ted,”” said Mr. Garvan, ‘“‘as we would have 
proved the fact if, indeed, we have not al- 
ready done so. Officers from the District 
Attorney have been aboard the Grand Re- 
public and have counted every one of the 
350 life preservers on board which the al- 
tered bills would seem to show went to the 
Slocum—” 

“Yes, and stole the log book,” cut in 
Judge Dittenhoefer, jumping to his feet. 
“You stole the log, and have not returned 
it. That’s an indictable offense, I'll have 
you know.” 

Mr. Garvan smiled, but made no response. 
Later in the day the Coroner, with the per- 
mission of the steamboat people, said he 
would send three men on board the Grand 
Republic to count every life preserver there 
and note the date of its inspection by the 
Government Inspectors. 


One of the Crew Drowned. 


It also developed during the inquest that 
the only member of the crew drowned was 
the steward, McGrath, and he had jumped 
overboard after a life preserver had been 
fastened on him by his assistant. Cross-ex- 
amination brought out the fact that the 
steward had jumped overboard with a bag 
of money in his hand, and that this was 
quite heavy. 

It was positively stated by the porter, who 
had charge of the forward cabin, in which 
the fire started, that two or three barrels 
of glasses, packed in salt hay, were in the 
cabin when the fire broke out. Mr. Gar- 
van stated that this was an infraction of 
the law, which states that loose hay cannot 
be brought aboard of a passenger steamer. 

The District Attorney, however, failed to 
establish another violation which he sought 
to prove. He has contended that the regu- 
lations called for steam pipes from the 
boiler room to all parts of the hold, so that 
fire could be drowned out with steam. In- 
spectors Barrett and Fleming, who were 
on the stand yesterday, said that the Slo- 
cum had no hold within the meaning of the 
law, and that it was not only useless but 
positively dangerous to put steam pipes 
into any part of a passenger vessel in which 
the crew lived. They said the men might 
be scalded to death by any disarrangement 
of the pipes, and that to turn steam into 
an open compartment would be worse than 
useless. It was intended to have these 
steam appliances only on freight-carrying 
vessels and in parts of the ship which were 
sealed up after the cargo had been stowed 
therein. 

Ex-Judge Dittenhoefer intimated yester- 
day that he would prove before the inquest 
Was over that the sixteen-cent hose, which 
burst when the water was turned into it, 
was not used for fire hose on the boat, but 
that the hose used had cost 75 cents. This 
intimation led to a lively tilt between the 
lawyers for the steamboat people and the 
Goroner. The latter remarked that there 
was an evident intention to shift the re- 
sponsibility from the officers of the com- 
pany to the company itself. 


Protest Against Coroner. 


“I protest against such a statement from 
the presiding officer at this investigation,” 
gaid Mr. McManus. “It shows that the 


case has been prejudged, and that the court-

There was turther divergence of opinion 
as to how long it took to beach the, boat 
from the time fire was discovered on her. On 
Tuesday the assistant engineer said he did 
hot think it was over five seconds, whi 
Mr. Garvan said was manifestly ridiculous. 
The pilot put it down as three minutes, 
while yesterday the chief engineer and oth- 
ers of the crew thought the time was be- 
tween eight and ten minutes. It has been 
estimated that at the rate the Slocum was 
running, taking as a basis the Captain’s 
statement as to where he was first told of 
the fire, the last-named figure is probably 
the correct one. 


A Minister's Story. 


The Rev. George Schulz, pastor of St. 
Luke’s Lutheran Church of Erie, Penn., 
who was one of the Rev. Mr. Haas’s party 
on the fatal day, was the first witness 
called. He was also the first one of the 
survivors among the passengers to tell 
the story of the disaster. 

“The first I saw of any fire,” said Mr. 
Schulz. ‘“‘ was when smoke came out of the 
cabin below ‘tthe main deck. The children 
were playing with bean bags and one thing 
or another, and were so taken up with their 
games that they did not know of any 
danger until the flames came up the stair- 
way. Pastor Haas’s wife, who was near 
me, was very much excited. I went to 
the side of the ship, and saw smoke rolling 


up in great volume. Then every one be- 
came excited and the panic started. 

‘““My first real apprehension of danger 
came when I saw one of the crew and some 
passengers jumping into the water. I tried 
to ag the children near me from climbing 
over the guardrail, as I saw some tugs near 
us and thought they would get close enough 
to take us off. As soon as a tug ran 7 
side I threw some of the children into it 
and then jumped myself.”’ cs 

‘*Did you try to use a lfe preserver? 
asked Mr. Garvan. 

“Yes, I pulled one down, and held it 
by the strap. The weight of the preserver 
broke the strap, and I knew the thing was 
no good and threw it away.” 

“Did you see any of the other passen- 
gers getting life preservers? "’ 

“There were only women on the lower 
deck, and they could not reach the racks. 

“How long was it from the time you 
saw the flames until the boat ran on the 
beach? ”’ 

“A very short time.” 


Engineer Knew of No Fire Drills. 


Benjamin F. Conkling of Catskill, th 
chief engineer of the boat, said he had been 
with the Slocum since she was launched, in 
1891. He had never heard of any regula- 
tions that steam pipes should lead from the 
boiler t6 the various hold compartments. 
He told of the location of the various pumps 
and stand pipes. 

Q.—Who notified you of the fire? 
Flanagan. 

Q.—What did you do? A.—I told my assist- 
ant to look after the engine and I went to the 
donkey pump to work the water pressure. 

Q.—How long did you stay at the pump? 
A.—Until driven away by the smoke. 

Q.—Did you know that the deck hose was 
not sgn A.—No. The pumps worked 
properly and I thought the hose was all right. 

Q.—What was the pressure on the pump? 
A.—We had on about 28 pounds of steam. 
That would make about 60 or 60 pounds of 
water pressure on the hose. 

Q.—Did you ever see any fire drills on the 
Slecum? A.—No. 

Conkling said he went about the boat 
with the Inspector when the latter came 
on board on May 5. He said that no test 
was made of the fire hose on any of the 
stand eee while the Inspector was there. 

Conkling denied the oy already 
given, that he had gotten off the boat with- 
out getting his feet wet. He said that he 
did not leave his post as soon as he set the 
donkey engine working, but remained until 
a rush of passengers carried him on to a 
tug that had come alongside. He said it 
was about ten minutes from the time fire 
was discovered until the boat was beached. 
Conkling said he had examined the equip- 
ment on other vessels. 

‘How did the equipment on the Slocum 
compare with them?” asked Mr. McManus. 
“They were as good, if not better, than 
any I ever saw,”‘ said the witness. 

“That isn’t very reassuring to the pas- 
sengers on other river boats,’”’ put in Mr. 
Garvan.

Bookkeeper a Witness. 


A further effort was made through 
Miss Hall, the company’s bookkeeper, to 
straighten out the matter of the changed 
bills for life preservers from which the 
witness had erased the name of the Grand 
Republic with acid. She said she had hunted 
through the office, but had been unable to 
find any more bills on which erasures had 
been made. It was at this stage that Mr. 
McManus made the admission about no

Miss Hall said she had an impression that 
some of the life preservers were for the 
Slocum when she changed the bills, and 
finally said to Mr. McManus that she had 
no bookkeeping system, that her method 
was rather haphazard, and that she was 
willing to admit it frankly. 

President Barnaby, who was recalled to 
the stand, said that he had never instruct- 
ed Miss Hall or any one else to make 
erasures on bills. Judge Dittenhoefer’s ob- 
jection to what he called Mr. Garvan’s bull- 
dozing methods brought on a tilt between 
the lawyers, and Mr. Dittenhoefer sajd if 
the questioning was persisted in he wld 
direct his client to make no further an- 
swers. Mr. Garvan accused the President 
of the company with bad faith in not pro- 
ducing the accounts wanted. 

Mr. Barnaby said he never refused to buy 
any appliances that his Captains asked for, 
and that he relied on them and the United 
States Inepoctors absolutely. 

William . Trembley, a deckhand, testi- 
fied that he had tried to help others of the 
crew with the fire hose, but that it had 
been blown from the a as soon as 
the water was turned on. e said it was 
less than ten minutes from the time he saw 
the fire until the boat went aground. 


Thought Preservers Were Rusted. 


From questions put to him by jurors it 
was learned from Trembley that he had 
seen life preservers with holes in them on 
the day of the disaster. He noticed this, 
he said, when he went to pull them down. 
Several days before, he said, he had told 
the, mate that some of the life preservers 
were torn and that the cork was leaking 


out of them. These were taken down and 
were not replaced with others. He said it 
was his opinion that the rust from the 
wires holding the preservers in place had 
rotted the coverings. 

John A. Pease, Captain of the Grand Re- 
public, was the next witness. He is the 
typical type of the ancient mariner, with a 
weather beaten face, a clean shaven upper 
lip, and a long, flowing white beard. He is 
very deaf. Capt. Pease has been with the 
Grand Republic since she was built in 1878, 
and it was from his plans that the Slocum 
was built, He is the Commodore of, the 
fleet. 

Q.—Did you examine the life preservers on the 
Slocum? A.—Yes; I saw them in the racks and 
they looked all right. 

Q.—Ever hear that any of them were stuffed 
with bullrushes? A.—No; all that I saw were 
stuffed with cork. 

Q.—Did you examine the lifeboats? A.—Yes. 
I didn’t see them lowered into the water, but 
they were tested by being swung from the davits. 
Fe ea you ever purchase any fire hose? 

.—No. 

Q.—Do you believe that you could buy decent 
fire hose for 16 cents a feot! A.—No, and I 
don’t believe any one else can, either, 

Thomas H. Barrett and John W. Filem- 
ing, Inspectors of Boilers, said that the 
bollers and the engines on the Slocum were 
in first-class condition when examined. 


Fine Start for the Fire. 


Through Walter Payne, the negro porter 
on the Slocum, it was established that two 
barrels of salt hay were in the forward 
cabin where the fire started, and that there 
also were one barrel of machine oil, one 
barrel of cylinder oil, one barrel of min- 


eral sperm oil, several bags of charcoal, 
lumber, mops, brooms, and a lot of old 
eanvas. Payne said he tried to help the 
crew unwind the hose after the fire was 
discovered, but that it broke away from 
the standpipe. 

Thomas yan, who was a_ waiter on 
board the Slocum, said he pulled down a 
lot of life preservers and threw them to 
the crowd. Then he grabbed one and ran 
down with it to the steward. He strapped 
it-on him, he said, and the steward jumped 
overboard. 

“And was drowned, wasn’t he?” asked 
Mr. Garvan. 

“ Yea, he was,”’ replied Ryan. ‘“ But he 
carried a heavy bag of money in his hand 
when he jumped off.”

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SLOCUM DEAD T0-DAY 


Searchers: Recovered 37 More 
Bodies Yesterday. 


LIFE PRESERVER FATAL 


Of Three Children the Only One 
/ Drowned Wore a Cork Jacket—To 
Investigate Rapacious Undertakers. 


The burial of the second group of the Gen- 
eral Slocum’s nameless dead will take place 
this morning from the Morgue. On Satur- 
day last twenty-nine bodies which were 
beyond all hope of identification were 
buried in one trench in the Lutheran Ceme- 
tery, Middle Village, L. I. The coffins were 
piled tier on tier, and the trench was not 
more than one-quarter filled. 

Deputy Commissioner James E. Dougher- 
ty of the Department of Charities has ar- 
ranged to bury fifty-two bodies this morn- 
ing in the same trench, and the probabill- 
ties are that there will be a third burial 
on Saturday. 

It was out of all question to think of at- 
tempting to hold for identification the 
bodies recovered yesterday. There were 
thirty-severt more bodies, which had been 
recovered up to 10 o'clock last night, and 
they were all inrecognizable. All of them 
were at North Brother Island incased in 
metallic caskets. A minute description of 
the clothing was taken, while jewelry and 
other belongings were taken in charge by 
the Coroner. 

Only eleven bodies were sent to the 
Morgue yesterday from North Brother Island, 
leaving a number still there. These will be 
sent down this morning on the Fidelity. 
The Fidelity made but one trip from the 
Island yesterday, bringing down ten bodies. 
which were taken immediately to the 
Morgue proper. 

There was but one other body brought 
down, that of Margaret Smith, the fifteen- 
year-old daughter of ex-Alderman Smith of 
the Twelfth District. A reward of $200 

“had been offered by Mr. Smith for the re- 
covery of the body of his child, and it 
will go to Policeman Gilderman of the 
harbor squad and Patrick Nolan of East 
One Hundred and Thirty-eighth Street, who 
found it floating off the north end of 
Riker’e Island. 


Dynamite Brought No Bodies. 


Dynamite was used yesterday in the wa- 
ter about the wreck for the purpose of dis- 
lodging such bodies as were caught at the 
bottom of the river, The first charge of 
the explosive, thirty-six pounds, was 
touched off in ninety feet of water about 
200 yards from the pier on the west shore 
of North Brother Island. There was>a 
thunderous detonation, and a column of 
water shot high in the air. Thousands of 
fish were stunned by the shock and float- 
ed to the surface of the water. Many of 
them drifted to the shallows, where they 
were easily .caught' by hand. 

The tide was running slack up the river 
at the time, and several launches and 
rowboats immediately went out to the 
spot over which the dynamite had been 
set off, but their presence was useless. It 
was evident that there were no bodies left 
in that immediate neighborhood, for not 
a single one rose to the surface. 

About an hour later a second charge of 
dynamite, consisting of forty-two pounds, 
was touched off. There was a somewhat 
louder report, and the column of water 
which shot into the air was a trifle high- 
er, but the result, so far as the dislodg- 
ing of bodies was concerned, was just as 
futile. Prior to touching off the dynamite, 
in both instances, police boats warned 
back river craft. 

A quantity of jewelry was found on the 
bodies recovered yesterday. The body of a 
woman which was found in the morning 
yielded a wedding ring marked “ R. R. to 
L. D.” From the hand of a ten-year-old 
girl was taken a ring with one pear] and 
four green stones, a second ring set with a 
blue stone, and a third ring set with a red 
stone. In addition there were taken from 
this body a pair of red stone earrings, a 
silver medal marked “first prize,’ and a 
neck chain with a heart attached. 

Another body, that of a woman, was re- 
covered, from which a solitaire diamond 
ring, a diamond brooch and earrings, and a 
plain gold ring were taken. A ring marked 
“O. H. to R. T.” was taken from the 
body of a woman which was found floating 
off the island. The bodies of two boys, 
both of whom wore seal rings, were re- 
covered. One of the rings was engraved 
with the tetter “8.”" The other was en- 
graved “‘H. 8S.” This ring was set with a 
brown stone. 


Says Life Preserver Drowned Child. 


John Kircher of 185 Russell Street, Green- 
point, visited the Morgue yesterday morn- 
ing and identified the body of his seven- 
year-old daughter, Elsie. Mr. Kircher di- 
rectly charged that her death was due to a 
life preserver, which served as a death- 
trap instead of a safeguard. He made the 
following statement: 

““My wife and our three children, Elsie, 
the youngest, and two others went on the 
excursion. My wife is a fine swimmer, and 
is perfectly at home in the water. When 
the fire broke out and e panic started, 
she gathered the child together and 
thought out the best thing to do. She de- 
cided to put a life preserver on Elsie, as 
she could not swim, although the other 
two could a little. 

‘“‘Thinking that the little girl would be 
perfectly safe with the preserver on, she 
lifted her to the rail and dropped her over 
the side. She waited for Elsie to come up. 
But the child never appeared. She had sunk 
as though a stone were tied to her. Then my 
wife and the other two children jumped 
in, and mostly by her efforts all three got 
safely ashore. The only one lost was the 
one who wore a life preserver.’’ 

Numerous complaints were received by 
the Coroner's office yesterday to the offect 
that undertakers who had been employed 
to remove bodies from the Morgye were 
charging relatives for embalming. The 
work ot embalming was done on the pier, 


and the city footed the bills. The avarice 
of the undertakers, whose names have been 
given the authorities, will be the subject 
of an investigation. 


MOURN THEIR SCHOOL MATES. 


A Memorial Service at No. 25, Which 
Lost 119 in Slocum Wreck. 


The pupils of Public School No. 25, at 
Fifth Street near First Avenue, from 
which, out of a total number of 2,500, 1) 
are known to have perished in the General 
Slocum disaster, held a memorial service 
for their dead yesterday in the girls’ sec- 
tion. A similar service will be held in the 
boys’ department next week. 

The exercises which preceded the les- 
sons were but brief, an@ the girls sat 
through them with tear-filled eyes. The 
service was opened with prayer and Script- 
ure reading by the Rev. Dr. Burlingham, 
assistant rector of St. Mark’s Protestant

POLICE LIST OF VICTIMS. 


To Make Official Roster of Dead or 
Missing. 

In order to obtain an accurate list of all 
the passengers on the General Slocum at 
the time of the disaster and to learn how 
many of them lost their lives or were saved, 
or are still missing, the police set out yes- 
terday to investigate the matter thoroughly. 
The investigation was begun under the gen- 
eral direction of Inspector Schmittberger. 

Ten policemen from several precincts were 
assigned to assist in preparing lists to be 
used in making a complete house-to-house 
canvass of the lower part of the city, and, 
in fact, wherever there is reason to believe 
any of the ill-fated vessel's passengers or 
relatives may be found. 

Lists of the dead, rescued, and missing 
were obtained from every available source, 
including those published in the newspa- 
pers, and were embodied in one long list, 
which, in turn, was sub-divided into as 
many separate lists as there are streets 
represented. 

To-day 100 policemen who speak German 
will endeavor to establish the accuracy of 
cach name and address, and secure -what- 
ever other needed information they can. It 
is thought that about a week will be re- 
quired to complete the canvass and tabu- 
late the result. The assurance is given 
that the investigation, when finished, will 
afford as accurate information concerning 
the total loss as it is possible to get. Mean- 
time, the bureau of information in the 
basement of St. Mark’s Church, in Sixth 
Street, will be continued. 

Inspector Schmittberger admitted yester- 
day afternoon that the police list of missing 
was probably inaccurate in many instances, 
but said that he expected soon to have as 
nearly perfect a list, both of the dead and 
missing, as it was possible to get. 


SLOCUM COMMISSION MEETS. 


Plans Its Coming Work—Commander 
Winslow to See Wreck Raised. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—An informal 
meeting of the commission appointed by 
Secretary Cortelyou to investigate the 
General Slocum disaster was held to-day at 
the Department of Commerce and Labor. 
The members of the commission, Assistant 
Secretary Lawrence O. Murray, Major 
Gen. John M, Wilson, Commander Cam- 
eron McR. Winslow, and Herbert Knox 
Smith, Deputy Commissioner of Corpora- 
tions, were present, the only absentee be- 
ing George Uhler, the’ Supervising Inspec- 
tor General of the Steamship Inspection 
Service. 

Mr. Murray will preside over the com- 
mission. At to-day’s meeting there was a 
general discussion of the subject and of 
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any sense executive. It is the intention 
of the commission to ascertain all facts 
bearing in any way upon the disaster. 

It has not been determined yet when the 
commission will go to New York to begin 
its work there. Commander Winslow, how- 
ever. will go to New York this week per- 
scnally to observe the condition of the 
wreck of the General Slocum. When the 
vessel is raised he will be at hand, as an 
expert. in such matters, to ascertain its 
condition, He will have a photographer 
with him, who will take pictures of the 
various stages of the raising of the vessel. 

Using the evidence as a basis, the com- 
mission will probably formulate a series of 
recommendations, both as to necessary leg- 


islation in regulation of steamboat service, 
and as to action by the Department of 


Commerce and Labor. 
Ir the event of the proof of criminality, 


the likelihood is that the evidence will be 
turned over to the Department of Justice 
for such action as it may deemi wise to ini- 
tiate in the courts. 


RELIEF FUND NOW $76,000.

Contributions to the Slocum Relief Mund 
are coming in rapidly. The Coffee Exchange 
sent a contribution of $1,000 to the Slocum 
Relief Fund yesterday, and $881 were re- 
ceived through the Rev. Dr. Haas, which, 
with the additional sums sent in during the 
day, increased the fund to $76,147.42.

Stevens says that he will set it up on his 
front lawn. 


HUNGARIAN ON BOAT DISAS: ER. 


Impossible in His Country, Says Coun- 
cilor Gelleri. 


Maurice Gelleri, royal Privy Councflor 
of Budapest, who came to this country as 
the representative of the Hungarian Min- 
ister of Commerce at the St. Louis Expo- 
sition, was the guest last night at a fare- 
well dinner given by the Hungarian Lit- 
erary Society of New York in Arlington 
Hall. While praising the greatness of this 
country, he took occasion to remind his 
hearers that such a disaster as that of the 
Slocum could not occur in Hungary. 

“I respect your National sorrow,” he 
said, “‘ but I must tell you that such a 
thing could not happen to us. In Hun- 
gary there is only one possible way for a 
boat disaster; that is by collision. Such a

The Barry claim amounts, to $84,410.32, 
as follows: Protested bill of exchange 
drawn May 23, 1899, on Weeks & Johnston 
at Johannesberg by D. P. Cruikshank, with 
protest fees paid by the drawer, amounting 
to $13,441.53; similar transactions on Aug. 
4, 1899, and June 6, 1899, costing the com- 
plainants $22,541.17, and again on July 28, 
1200—amount $3,015.20. On June 16, 1899, 
D. P. Cruikshank drew on the Johannes- 


\berg branch of the Weeks & Johnston Com- 


pany, and they were obliged to pay their 
sight draft for $10,896.46. 

All of the Cruikshank claims were trans- 
ferred to D. P. Cruikshank & Co. when the 
firm was formed.

Harmony Reigns at the Democratic 
State Convention. 


MONEY PLANK IN PLATFORM 


Declares Against Current Currency and 
Control of Money by Banks—The 
Delegates Chosen. 


SAN ANTONIO, June 22.—The Demo- 
cratic State Convention finished its busi- 
ness to-day and instructed its delegation 
to the National Convention to vote for 
Judge Parker and to vote as a unit on all

The platform adopted was short, embrac- 
ing merely an enunciation of Democratic 
fundamental principles. There was vigor- 
ous.and successful opposition to a minority 
report proposing a plank declaring against 
asset currency and the control of money 
by National banks.

“We are opposed to current currency and 
the control of the volume of money by the 
banking power.”

Congressman Thomas Ball were elected 
delegates at large. 


HOT FIGHT IN MINNESOTA. 


Hearst Captures Temporary Organiza- 
tion, but Antis Are Active. 


Special to The New York Times. 

DULUTH, Minn., June 22.—Hearst cap- 
tured the temporary organization of the 
Democratic State Convention to-day 
after one of the most bitter and acri- 
monious contests ever witnessed in Minne- 
sota. The Hearst candidate for temporary 
Chairman was elected by 53 majority. 
The vote stood 457 for John M. Bowler of | 
the Hearst faction and 404 for the opposi- 
tion. 

It was expected that the Hearst men 
would be strong enough to instruct the 
delegation for their candidate. But at a 
late hour to-night the anti-Hearst forces 
were making a very vigorous: fight, and 
the chances appeared to be about even. 

The anti-Hearst element are believed to 
favor the candidacy of Judge Parker of 
New York, but have maintained that all 
they seek is to send an uninstructed dele- 
gation to the National Convention. The 
“Antis’’ are led by Congressman John 
Lind. 


VERMONT PREFERS PARKER. 


But Votes Down a Resolution Instruct- 
ing for Him. 


BURLINGTON, Vt., June 22.—The Demo- 
crats of Vermont held a convention in this 
city to-day and nominated E. L. Porter 
for Governor, selected candidates for the 
other State offices, and named delegates 
to the National Convention at St. Louis. 

After these nominations had been made, 
the convention was thrown into an uproar 
by a motion offered by Mayor J. E. Burke 
of this city to instruct the delegates to 
the St. Louis Convention for Judge A. B. 
Parker of New York. The Mayor was 
barely able to finish offering the motion on 
account of the cries of ‘‘ No! No!” and 
the general confusion, and later when he 
tried to withdraw it the chair refused to 
recognize him. The motion finally was 
voted down by a large majority. 

Just before adjournment a motion was 
adopted giving expression to the opinion 
that Judge Parker was the most available 
candidate. The delegates were instructed 
to vote as a unit on all questions, but were 
not bound outright to vote for the New 
York man. 

John H. Senter was re-elected National 
Committeeman. For Lieutenant Governor 
Cc. L. MeMahon of Stowe was nominated. 
For State Treasurer A. J. Sibley, Mont- 
pelier; for Secretary of State, C. D. Wat- 


son, St. Albans; for Auditor, J. E. Walsh, 
Pittsfield. 

The platform criticised the National Ad- 
ministration, denounced trusts, declared 
for tariff for revenue only, and favored 
the continuance of the high license local 
option law in this State. No reference was 
made to Presidential candidates. The plat- 
form said: 

“The seven years of the Dingley tariff 
have multiplied trusts tenfold. Great and 
reckless expenditure has been piled up by 
the Republican Administration until the 
appropriations of last year aggregated 
eight hundred millions of dollars, or 60 per 
cent. greater than those of the Congress of 
1890 so emphatically condemned by _ the 
country. Jobbery and corruption have 
reign supreme, as evidenced by the scanty 
investigations permitted in the Post Office 
and Interior Departments. 

‘“*In subservience to the trusts the Amer- 
ican people have been shamed by seeing 
their Government, at the cost of five hun- 
dred million dollars and thousands of pre- 
cious lives, shoot to death the first repub- 
lic ever established in Asia, and this crime 
followed by the despoilment at Panama of 
a sister republic.’’

Confers with National Committee- 
man Head of Tennessee. 


ONE OF HIS GREAT AMBITIONS 


Bryan’s Friends in Two Campaigns Are 
Determined Now, Gossip Says, to 
Have Radical Platform. 


David B. Hill’s campaign to become Chair- 
man of the Committee on Resolutions at 
the Democratic National Convention in St. 
Louis was carried a degree further last 
night when he held a long conference with 
National Committeeman James M. Head of 
Tennessee with a view to obtaining the sup- 
port of the Tennessee member for his can- 
didacy for the Chairmanship.

House. Almost simultaneously with his ar- 
rival came National Committeeman Norman 
BE. Mack. Next came ex-Assemblyman Cor- 
nelius Coughlin of Buffalo. Both Erie 
County men will see Mr. Hill to-day. 

Mr. Bryan will be Nebraska’s representa- 
tive on the Resolutions Committee. Superi- 
ority of numbers of any one faction in the 
convention may not affect the make-up of 
the committee materially, as each State has 
but one member. 

Therefore, a candidate with a third of 
the delegates pledged to him out of the 
entire membership of the convention might 
not have more than ten or fifteen out of 
the total number of States. There is a 
feeling among many of the radical Demo- 
crats that they may get a majority of the 

tates. 

Mr. Bryan, it is known, will make the 
fight of his life in the Committee on Reso- 
lutions. There also Mr. Hill will.make the 
fight of his life. Majority and minority 
platforms there will be, of course, and both 
will be reported out to the convention, 
where the bigger battle will begin. 

A local politician declared last evening 
that he, a Parker delegate from this State, 
had received assurances that the Demo- 
crats of Kentucky, Mississippi, Tennessee, 
Georgia, Alabama, Louisiana, and States of 
Georgia, Alabama, Louisiana, and other 
States which have instructed for Parker or 
have indorsed him strongly will no doubt 
cast their votes in favor of the adoption of 
a platform not too conservative—" not so 
conservative as Judge Parker is believed to 
be,”’ it was put.

It asked fur- 
ther that drivers of the horse cars on the 
Grand, Canal, and Madison Street lines be 
required to use more care, and that as soon 
as ne the present rolling stock be 
replaced by cleaner and better-lighted cars. 
It asked, too, that action be taken to secure 
more civil treatment of paceengens by the 
horse car employes on fhe east side lines, 
alleging that drivers and conductors are 
now very lax in this respect, particularly 
to women and aged people.

SIR HENRY IRVING. 


Text of the Address in Which He An- 
nounced His Coming Retirement. 


At ¢he Manchester (England) Arts Club 
on the evening of June 1 Sir Henry Irving 
made a speech, already mentioned in the 
cable dispatches, in which he foreshadowed 
his retirement from the stage. He said: 

‘An actor’s age, I am told, is always the 
subject of sympathetic interest. About 
twenty years ago, I remember, a lady wrote 
to me and said, ‘Is it true that you are 
getting on for eighty?’ I replied ‘that it 
was quite true; but I hoped it wouldn’t 
make any difference.’ 

“‘ The other day I had a letter offering me 
a play—such things do come sometimes. 
The author said it was a poetical allegory, 
and he wanted to cast me in the part of 
Father Time. I wrote, in what I thought 
was quite a playful spirit, to say that if I 
accepted the part I might want to use Fa- 
ther Time's scythe to cut down the other 
parts. He wrote back in quite a different 
spirit, ‘How like an actor manager!’ 

“Gentlemen, the strolling player’ who is 
now addressing you for, it may be, the hun- 
dredth occasion—I have quite lost count— 
may strike those younger members as 
rather like Father Time. But I can assure 
them that he carries nothing so unsociable 
as a scythe—only a cigar cutter. 

“The dearth of plays I scarcely dare to 
mention, because it provokes lively corre- 
spondence in the newspapers. Authors 
write to say that they have masterpieces in 
abundance, which the selfishness of actor- 
managers will not allow to see the light. 
But every manager is not an actor yearn- 
ing for the middle of the stage. Mr. Charles 
Frohman is about as enterprising a mana- 
ger as you will find; yet, strange to say, 
he doesn’t want to ect. But he searches the 
highways and byways of Britain and Amer- 
ica, and I have never heard him complain 
that he has more masterpieces than he 
knows what to do with. 

“I see that an ingenious gentleman has 
been over to Paris to consult some eminent 
French experts about the state of the Brit- 
ish drama, and the only comfort they could 
give him was that perhaps it might be bet- 
tered if the Examiner of Plays would per- 
mit dramatists a little more freedom in 
dealing with vital questions of modern life. 
But to imagine the Examiner licensing an 
experiment in freedom, on the plea that it 
dealt with a vital question of modern life, is 
to suppose a revolution in English taste. I 
doubt whether this pian, even if it could be 
adopted, would let loose a native genius for 
playwriting which is now suppressed by 
our excessive decorum. But the endowed 
theatre would certainly give a chance to 
the unacted author. — 

“In the success or failure of a play there 
is often an element of mystery. It springs 
from some unknown quality in the public 
mind, with which tha longest experience 
cannot reckon. Now the endowed theatre— 
which need not shut its doors when it is 
empty—might try a number of plays which 
the average manager dare not touch. I 
would suggest, therefore, that the unacted 
authors should form a league—a league for 
the cajoimg of millionaires, so as to raise 
the capital for that endowed theatre which 
even the superfluous wealth of Manchester 
has not yet established. , 

“Tf only we could find a millionaire who 
writes plays, the thing would be done. Per- 
haps he is listering to me now. Out of the 
fullness of his heart and pocket let him 
speak, so that the strolling player may pass 
away from your hospitable board. Oh, he’ll 
come back, I hope—feeling that he has 
achieved a great work, and feeling more 
venerable than ever. 

“Yes, venerable, perhaps, for it is forty- 
four years since I first came among you— 
forty-eight since I first set foot upon the 
stage; and it is at times borne in upon me, 
and never more than at moments like these, 
when iife has so much that is good to leave, 
that in another couple of years the time 
will have come when I must say farewell to 
the art which I have ioved all my life. 

“Fifty years of active work as a player is 
enough; and when I have completed the 
tally of those years I shall shortly make 
my last bow to the public, who have shown 
to me so much love and patience and sym- 
pathy; and I shall take with me as I go 
back from the glare of the footlights a 
memory which shall be a pride and a pleas- 
ure to whatever period of rest may be my 
lot.’

LIGHT PRACTICE FOR CORNELL 


Drawings for Tuesday’s Regatta An- 
nounced—Yale and Harvard Make 
Good Time at New London.

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., June 22.—Con- 
sidering the fact that there was choppy 
water and a stiff head wind, the Pennsyl- 
vania four rowed a very fast four-mile trial 
this morning. Coach Ward would not make 
the time public, but'a member of one of 
the crews said that the time for two miles 
was considerably under 11 minutes.

To what other 
achievement can the Administration 
point as evidence that it has with effect 
assailed the trust monster? What imp 
of mischief was it that put it into the 
usually wary mind of ex-Secretary Root 
to quote in his speech to the Convention 
this passage relating to the Sherman 
Anti-Trust act and the general subject of 
trusts from the annual message of Pres- 
ident CLEVELAND sent to Congress in De- 
cember, 1896: 


Though Congress has attempted to deal 
with this matter by legislation, the laws 
passed for that purpose thus far have 
proved ineffective, not because of any 
lack of disposition or attempt to enforce 
them, but simply because the Iaws them- 
selves as interpreted by the courts do not 
reach the difficulty. If the insufficiencies 
of existing laws can be remedied by further 
legislation, it should be done, The fact 
must be recognized, however, that all Fed- 
eral legislation on this subject may fall 
short of its purpose because of inherent ob- 
stacles and also because of the complex 
character of our governmental system, 
which, while making Federal authority su- 
preme within its sphere, has carefully lim- 
ited that sphere by metes and bounds that 
cannot be transgressed. 

Those words were true when they were 
spoken, they remain true to-day. The 
Sherman Anti-Trust act of 1890 was a 
piece of demagogic false pretense. It 
failed to reach the industrial combina- 
tions, and the attempt to apply it to'the 
business and the agreements of rail- 
roads, to which it was never intended to 
apply, has been farcical and futile. The 
Republican Party can find nothing what- 
ever to boast of in the record of its rela- 
tions to the trusts, but before it gets 
through this campaign its enemies will 
remind it of a multitude of sinful collu- 
sions with the trust makers, of aids and 
comforts it has given to the plunderers 
of the people, and of shameful hypocri- 
sies and deceits which would bring inef- 
faceable blushes to less hardened cheeks. 


SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 

Mayor McCLEeLLAN has again invited 
public approbation by his emphatic re- 
minder to the Board of Education that 
the provision of elementary school ac- 
commodations must not be neglected. 
The rapid augmentation in the number 
of children to be instructed as the result 
of natural increase supplemented by a 
heavy immigration gives the Mayor no 
little anxiety, especially in view of the 
fact that the Board of Education has not 
appeared to realize its responsibilities in 
the matter, and has thus far failed to 
make adequate provision for correcting 
the conditions which existed last year. 
He calls for a report on this subject at 
the earliest practicable moment, to the 
end that if an emergency appropriation is 
necessary it may be made in time to be 
useful. 

There is a belief among intelligent stu- 
dents of our educational system that 
there is relatively too much expansion of 
the public schools at the high school end 
and too little at the primary end. Too 
large a share of the appropriations is 
expended in carrying out educational 
fads and in teaching things which, how- 
ever desirable in themselves, are not 
proper to be taught at the expense of 
the taxpayer; and that the essentials of 
the common school course are, if not neg- 
lected, less thoroughly taught than the 
public interest demands. Doubtless all 
knowledge is useful, but some kinds of 
knowledge are more useful than others, 
and it would require no very profound 
argument to establish the contention that 
the pedagogic tendency is steadily away 
from the practical and as steadily in the 
direction of a highly embroidered curric- 
ulum. The Board of Education has been 
the subject of a criticism constantly in- 
creasing in sharpness by reason of its 
tendency to unduly magnify the negligi- 
ble while neglecting the necessary. 

The Mayor is right in insisting that fa- 
cilities for elementary education are the 
prime essentials of a public school sys- 
tem. How far education should be car- 
ried at public expense is another ques- 
tion. If the Mayor does not feel called 
upon to discuss it at the moment it is 
probably because it is not quite relevant 
to the more important subject of ele- 
mentary education. 


INTERNATIONAL SPORT. 

In one of his almost unfailingly enter- 
taining and suggestive speeches, that 
made at the distribution of the regatta 
prizes at Cuxhaven, the German Em- 
peror, we are told, “spoke enthusiastic- 
ally upon the usefulness of internation- 
al sport in bettering relations between 
the countries participating.” 

His royal and imperial Majesty is, com- 
paratively speaking, new to the interna- 
tional sporting business, and his partici- 
pation in it has been confined to yacht- 
ing. When it is longer and more varied, 
it may be doubted whether he will ex- 
press himself quite so positively. The 
experienced observer of international 
sporting events, upon being asked 
whether international sport bettered in- 
ternational relations, would unhesitat- 
ingly answer, “‘ That depends.” All man- 
kind loves a cheerful loser, and such a 
charming loser as Sir Tuomas LIPTON 
convinces the winner that there would be 
a pleasure in losing to him, after every 
precaution had been taken to avoid that 
pleasure. But nobody will maintain that 
international sport as practiced by Lord 
DUNRAVEN had any tendency to draw 
tighter the bonds of affection of the 
English-speaking races. 

We greatly doubt whether anybody 
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the Palma Trophy, has ended in 
& return of the trophy to those who 
offered it. Not only has the trophy 
been sent back to Great Britain, but it 
is announced that the Dominion Rifle 
Association of Canada has “ intimated 
its inability to accept the invitation” to 
send a team to Sea Girt to compete for 
it again. In that case the question 
seems to have been whether the users of 
a weapon which did not exactly comply 
with the conditions of the contest, but 
about the variations of which from those 
conditions no concealment was made or 
attempted, and who were provided with 
alternate weapons for use in case any ob- 
jection should be made to the use of 
the questionable weapons, were entitled 
to conclude, from the fact that no pro- 
test was made before the shooting that 
none would be made afterward, in case 
they won. The effect of this incident 
upon international relations may perhaps 
be inferred from the fact that every or- 
gan of public opinion which has devoted 
itself to promoting good feeling between 
the nations represented in the competi- 
tion has had as little to say about it as 
possible. 


STEAMBOAT INSPECTION. 

It is to be hoped that the commission 
created by Secretary CoRTELYoU, to 
which the President has assigned Gen. 
Wiutson of the Army and Commander 
WInsLow of the Navy as experts, will 
not be restricted to the investigation of 
the Slocum disaster, It will fail of its 
purpose if it does not embrace the whole 
system of steamboat inspection at this 
and other ports, and result in the formu- 
lation of new rules under which official 
nonfeasance will be more difficult and 
perhaps less profitable. 

A belief exists that the Slocum disaster 
is the natural result of conditions exist- 
ing all along the line of the excursion 
steamboat service. It is doubtful if her 
lack of suitable equipment for the safe- 
guarding of life was any greater than 
could have been found upon a large num- 
ber of steamboats employed in the ex- 
cursion business. Since public attention 
has been called so sharply to the matter, 
it is probable that a great deal has been 
done in the way of overhauling our har- 
bor and river craft, and that most of 
them have as far as possible obliterated 
the evidences of neglect or of perfunoc- 
tory compliance with the law. That such 
hasty preparations for resurvey were 
deemed necessary in so many instances 
constitutes an unanswerable impeach- 
ment of the system of official inspection 
and supervision under which we have 
been working. 

Secretary CORTELYOU has been aware 


} of the rottenness of the Steamboat In- 


spection Service since he entered his 
present office, and it is only just to him 
to say that if he could have remedied it 
by securing a change in the law he 
would have done so. As it stands, the 


| law provides that Steamboat Inspectors 


shall be paid in proportion to the num- 
ber of inspections they make. Secretary 
CorRTELYovu offered a bill to the last Con- 
gress fixing salaries according to the rel- 
ative importance of the work in the sev- 
eral inspection districts. In urging its 
consideration by Congress he said of 
the present system: 

The result has been that Inspectors have 
in some cases given their chief attention 
to the mere matter of getting vessels to 
submit to inspection regardless of whether 
such inspection was properly made or 
whether their other duties were properly 
attended to. The vice of this system is, of 
course, obvious. It puts a premium on lax 
inspection. 

He also asked for an appropriation to 
enable him’to employ special agents to 
act outside the organization of the sev- 
eral bureaus, to the end that the work 
of the Inspectors might be checked and 
the head of the department kept ad- 
vised as to the manner in which their 
work was done and the rules as to over- 
crowding enforced. This bill was passed 
by the Senate, but failed in the House. 
When it comes up again it should have 
very different treatment. 

As to the conditions existing on the 
General Slocum, the Coroner’s inquest 
will call out all the specific information 
needed—enough, we should judge, to 
bring the responsible persons of the com- 
pany safely into the hands of the Dis- 
trict Attorney under very serious indict- 
ments. What the public wants to know, 
and what Secretary CorTELYov’s inves- 
tigation should make plain, is how the 
facts which that inquest is revealing 
could have existed year after year on a 
certified steamboat, how many other 
steamboats were in much the same con- 
dition of unpreparedness before the hasty 
overhauling they have since received, and 
at how many other ports are evidences 
of like official negligence to be found. 
This is not a matter of strictly local in- 
terest. > 

With such a commission Secretary 
CortTEeELYou should be able to sift the 
Steamboat Inspection Service through a 
screen of very small mesh. This he 
promises in his letter to Mayor Mc- 
CLELLAN, and we have no doubt such 
promise expresses his purpose. 

ANNAPOLIS, N. S. 

It is odd that a village founded by the 
French in what is now known by the 
Latinized name of New Scotland should 
be the first place on the Atlantic Coast 
of North America to be celebrating the 
three hundredth year of its birth. The 
name of Annapolis is at least a century 
younger than the place. There are much 
older settlements within the limits of the 
United States. Santa Fé, in New Mex- 
ico, celebrated its three hundred and 
thirty-third birthday some twenty years 
ago. It does not appear, however, that 
the Spanish made any settlements in 
Florida before that of the Acadian vil- 
lage, although Ponce pp Lzon discov- 
ered and coasted it as early as 1512. Sir 
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by nineteen years, but the settlement did 
not take root. 

This present celebration will be mainly 
useful in reminding the inhabitants of 
this continent how much busier France 
and Spain were in exploring it during the 
sixteenth century than England. It is 
possible that the Governor of North 
Carolina and the Governor of South 
Carolina themselves may not be aware 
that those States derive the name they 
have in common -from CHaRLEs IX. of 
France. The celebration of Nova Scotia 
{s the precursor of a large crop of ter- 
centenaries, that of Jamestown in 1907, 
that of Quebec in 1908, that of New 
York in 1914, and that of Plymouth in 
1920. It is to be hoped that they will be 
celebrated with all the splendor that the 
local resources can afford. We feel war- 
ranted, however, in predicting that those 
of them which occur within the United 
States will have to get on without an ap- 
propriation by Congress. 


THE DUTCH RECONQUEST OF SOUTH 
AFRICA. 

There have been a number of confident 
predictions that the Boers would recon- 
quer South Africa and drive out the 
British. Some have believed that every 
Dutchman from the Cape to Zambesi 
would sooner or later unite in a success- 
ful effort to establish an independent 
Boer republic. Mr. WILLIAM T. STEAD 
seems to hold the same view, but his 
idea of the method by which it is likely 
to be accomplished is much more reason- 
able than that of armed revolution. In 
his judgment it will be a revolution ef- 
fected through the birth rate. 


Nothing that has happened since the 
beginning of the Boer war has tended to 
weaken the ties of nationality among the 
Dutch settlers who are now in heavy 
numerical majority throughout South 
Africa. The British policy has not been 
conciliatory, On the contrary it has per- 
petuated the bitterness of the war and 
tended to weld the Africanders into a 
homogeneous nationality. The Boer 
farmer is likely to remain as he is for 
another century, at least. He is not nat- 
urally migratory, he does not readily 
change his point of view, and he has al- 
most infinite patience. His race is mul- 
tiplying with great rapidity, and the ris- 
ing generation will learn little and forget 
nothing. To conquer Holland from the 
sea was a task of much greater difficulty 
than to reconquer South Africa from the 
English, and the qualities which made 
the one conquest possible will, it is be- 
lieved, insure ultimate success in the 
other. Within the next twenty-five years 
a good deal may happen to facilitate the 
patriotic plans of the Boer leaders, but 
even without adventitious aids the ends 
they have in view admit of attainment in 
time by sheer force of stolid persistency 


and normal statistical increase.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Rear Admiral GrorGp W. MELVILL®, 
now retired and practicing his profession of 
naval architect and engineer in Philadel- 
phia, has been interviewed by The Inquirer 
of that city in regard to a report on the 
laws governing steamboat inspection and 
their enforcement, made four years ago 
by a Government board of which he was a 
rrember. On this commission with him, 
he said, were, among others, Chief Engi- 
neer Couuins of the Revenue Cutter Serv- 
ice and Lieut. W. N. McFARLAND, and 
they drew up a bill making changes deemed 
needful by them to render the inspection 
of steamers effective. Nothing ever came 
of the board’s work. ‘‘ The recommenda- 
tions of this commission,” the Admiral is 
quoted as saying, “ were so radical as to 
the reforms necessary to secure the safety 
of steamships that the entire mercantile 
marine interests rose up and killed the 
bill. They apparently thought it cheaper 
to stand losses of life and property than 
to make the sweeping changes that would 
have been required. As I recall the report 
went into every phase of the question— 
hulls, boilers, and safety appliances.”” To 
a question the Admiral replied that the 
evils are due both to the inadequacy of 
the laws and to the laxity with which 
even the laws as they are receive enforce- 
ment. As to corruption among the In- 
spectors he did not care to speak, but said 
something about *‘ chumps and Iunks,”’ that 
implied an inclination to take what most 
people will consider an overcharitable view 
of the situation. Certainly it is the easiest 
of tasks to collect rumors of corruption 
anywhere along the water front, now as 
for years past, and, though it would be 
somewhat difficult to transmute these ru- 
mors Into evidence that would pass in 
court, they are quite sufficient to form a 
large amount of strong opinion. This often 
takes the shape of a statement that an 
honest and strict inspection, even with the 
laws as they are, would tie up seven- 
eighths of the steamers in the harbor, and 
the other eJghth would have some trouble 
in demonstrating their right to run as they 
ere. This is presumably an exaggeration 
more or less wild, and yet it must be re- 
membered that the actual work of inspec- 
tion is made by men on small salaries 
whose decisions not only affect a class par- 
ticularly resentful of interference or con- 
trol, but either do or do not impose heavy 
expenses upon the members of that class. 
Between those expenditures and sums large 
enough to be severe temptations to the In- 
spectors there Is a very wide margin, and— 
well, human nature is weak, especially 
the sort of human nature that can com- 
mand political influence in getting and 
keeping small positions in the public sery- 
ice, Of either corruption or incompetency 
cr both there is evidently at least enough 
to render possible the Slocum disaster, and 
as Admiral MELVILLE said, ‘‘the entire 
trrercantile marine interests rose up and 
killed the bill” designed to produce In- 
spectors that inspected and inspections 
that meant something. 


——Considering how extremely ready the 
Japanese, both as soldiers and saflors, have 
shown themselves to be to sacrifice their 
lives for their country whenever there was 
need or even opportunity to do so, one 
learns with something more than surprise 
that there was a Japanese cruiser within 
sight when the Russian squadron attacked 
the helpless transports, and thafit cau- 
tiously kept its distance, doing nothing ex- 
cept to signal the presence of the enemy— 
which the men on the transports probably 
knew aS soon as did those on the cruiser, 
Just how much the latter could have done 
against the heavier and better armed ves- 
sels of the Russians must be left for the 
experts to decide; probably it was very lit- 
tle, but evidently the chance for a “‘ glorious 
death’’ was there, and to the layman it 
does seem as if the cruiser might have made 
enough of a fight against the desperate 
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ese have taught us all to expect from them 
the very frenzy of heroism, and they can- 
not complain if they are criticised for 
counting the cost in cases when we would 
do it ourselves without a moment of hesi- 
tation or a thought of what others would 
think of it. That Japanese cruiser may 
have been wise, but she was not heroic, at 
least as viewed from the distance of half 
way round the world, and with only brief 
dispatches to judge by. She certainly could 
at least have made the destruction of the 
transports a longer and more difficult task, 
and could have shared their fate, if worst 
came to worst. In that event the loss of 
the Japanese would have been increased, 
but there would have been a gain in reputa- 
tion that might have more than made up 
for the added loss, both at home and 
abroad. However, we do not know all the 
circumstances, and it is still easy to believe 
that the cruiser’s failure to do anything 
was due to the fact that there was nothing 
she could do. And yet, there she was, in 
plain sight, and when the Russians, their 
cruel work done, chased her, she ran away. 
It-is at least mysterious. 


—Reasonableness, complete if not par 
ticularly sweet, marks all the communica- 
tions of our readers who are expressing 
opinions adverse to the traditional method 
of celebrating the Fourth of July. They 
have the facts, and the facts are very ter- 
rible. Several hundred people, including a 
large number of more or less innocent and 
more or less valuable children, are an- 
nually slaughtered in this commemoration 
of the winning of our liberties, property 
worth many thousand dollars is annually 
destroyed, not to speak of the cost of the 
fireworks used, the condition of a good 
many sick people is presumably changed 
for the worse, and—now we get down to 
the folks who write the angry letters—an 
innumerable multitude who, instead of con- 
trolling, are controlled by, their nerves en- 
dure for days or weeks sufferings not the 
less real because unaccompanied by lesions 
discoverable by the strongest microscopes. 
All this must be admitted, and with it the 
general arraignment as barbaric and child- 
ish of the plan of recalling the most mo- 
mentous event in our National history by 
means of the burning of gunpowder and 
the making of uncouth and violent noises. 
And yet, when the admissions are made, 
there somehow and somewhere remains in 
the mind of most of us an obstinate notion 
that the established method of celebrating 
the Fourth of July is in principle as in in- 
tention just about right, and that its many 
and real benefits could not be obtained 
in any other way or at any less cost. 
Logic condemns, but instinct, if it does not 
approve, at least appeals from the con- 


demnation, and, while awaiting the final | 


decision, goes on celebrating in the old ab- 
surd way. We sympathize with our indig- 
nant readers, and they have all the best of 
the argument. We also sympathize with 
the boys. Our sympathy fails only when 
it comes to the police, who know perfectly 
well that the desultory shooting and bang- 
ing now going on all over town are as il- 
legal as they are untimely, and yet make 
no visible efforts to stop them. Perhaps 
even our nervous friends could stand one 
day of barbaric joy, and certainly, if the 
orgy of noise were so limited, most of them 
could escape it—if they preferred quiet to 
a good fat grievance on which to gnaw. 


—Mr. CorTELYOU seems to have proved 
conclusively enough that he has always 
been a Republican, even if he did hold of- 
fice under a Democratic Administration, 
and those who brought the charge of re- 
cent political conversion against him must 
now regret it, as all must regret the mak- 
ing of statements not only inaccurate but 
demonstrably so. However, what differ- 
ence did it make, anyhow? None, as re-

The Principal of the Merchant Venturers’ 
Technical College, Bristol, (Prof. Werth- 
eimer,) has sent the following letter, dated: 
May 5, with the name and address of the 
firm in question, to the Marquis of Lans- 
downe: 

“I venture to bring to your Lordship’s 
notice the fact that certain firms in Ger- 
many are in the habit of sending to stu- 
dents in the various universities and col- | 
leges of university’ rank in the United 
Kingdom circulars in regard to lotteries; 
thus to-day three circuldrs have arrived 
from Messrs. ——, Bremen, Germany, ad- 
dressed to certain students in this college. 
From the styles of the addresses, it is evi- 
dent that the names, &c., have been taken 
from the list of medical students recently 
issued by the General Council of Medical 
Education. I am aware that the Postmas- 
ter General has no power of dealing with’ 
this difficulty, which has often been 
brought to the notice of his department, 
but it occurs to me that it might be pos-_| 
sible for your Lordship, with the help of 
the German Government, to secure that 
the firms who send out circulars to young 
students should be punished. I am aware 
that these lotteries are legal in Germany, 
but I cannot suppose that the German Gov- 
ernment would be unwilling to take such 
steps as may be necessary to punish per- 
sons adopting the disgraceful methods of 
Messrs, ——.” 

The following is the reply: 

“ Foreign Office, May 19, 1904. 

“Sir: With reference to my letter of the 
10th inst. on the subject of the issue of 


lottery circulars from Germany to young | 


students in England, I am directed by the 
Marquis of Lansdowne to inform you that 
his Majesty’s Ambassador at Berlin has re- 
ported that this question is at the present 
moment engaging the attention of the 
Prussian Diet, who are equally anxious to 
stop the flood of lottery circulars which 
pour in from the minor German States. 
“Sir F, LascelleS suggests that action 
may more usefully be taken when Prussian 
interests themselves are protected by the 
legislation which is contemplated, and Lord 
Lansdowne concurs in his Excellency’s 
view.

WHY THE SLOCUM BURNED. 


Direct Result of Our Profit-Making Sys- 
tem, Says a Socialist. 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

We are in great danger of two serious 
errors in connection with the appalling dis- 
aster which has befallen this city and Na- 
tion in the burning of the steamer General 
Slocum, 

The first of these errors is now being 
committed by those who¢ speak of it as “‘ the 
act of God,” or as “a mysterious dispensa- 
tion of Providence,” or as being “‘ His will,’’, 
or, as a Bishop said yesterday, “ His way.” 
Greater blasphemy than this is scarcely 
possible. Nothing is further from the will 
or purpose of God than that innocent beings 
should so suffer. God in no sense willed 
or purposed it. It is the direct and definite 
result of our worship of money and our 
subjection of human welfare to the greed 
of moneymaking. 

The other danger is that we shall make an 
“investigation,” arrest a few employes or 
officials, charge the disaster to their crim- 
inal carelessness, and think that by punish- 
ing them we have applied all the cure pos- 
sible, when in reality we shall have applied 
no cure at all. Their criminal carelessness 
should be punished, but neither that nor the 
passing of new laws will reach the root of | 
the matter, 

The sole cause of such disasters as the 
burning of the Slocum and the Iroquois 
Theatre lies in the profit-making system 
under which human affairs are now con-} 
ducted. The Slocum was bulflt of wood be-' 
cause the profits would be larger on the in- 
vestment than if built fire-proof of steel. 
The Iroquois Theatre for similar reasons 
was made a fire trap. 

Capital asks first and only: “ How much 
will it pay?” A prominent railroad offi- 
cial said recently that it was cheaper to 
fight damage suits than to apply safe- 
guards, which accounts for the fact that 
the percentage of passengers killed in this 
country is larger than in any other country 
in the world, The demon profit rules all 
our affairs, 

As long as public utilities are conducted 
by private capital for profit it will be im- 
possible to avoid such calamities as the 
burning of the Slocum. No punishment of 
the criminality of Inspectors or the care- 
lessness of employes will prevent them. 

They can be prevented only by putting 
away the profit system and substituting 
therefor a co-operative system, in which all 
public utilities shall be operated by the peo- 
ple and for the good of the people, as the 
Post Office, the Fire Department, public 
schools, sewers, parks, &c., are now oper- 
ated. That is the only sensible way and 
the only practical way. 

But, says some one, that sounds like So- 
cilalism. It does, for Socialism is the only } 
cure for such ils as those mentioned, but 
as most men are too stupid to even look 
into their dictionaries to learn what Social- | 
ism means it is probable that we shall have 
many a weary year of slaughter and blood- 
shed before we reach its benevolent reign. 

The Slocum was burned, not primarily 
because it was built of wood and the cook 
allowed the pot of grease to boil over, but 
because of our dense ignorance and per- 
versity regarding questions which affect 
the welfare of the people. 

The profit-making system makes death 
traps of railroads, theatres, steamers, and | 
buildings. It adulterategs our foods, lines 
our streets with saloons, drives women to 
shame, and babes to work. It stimulates 
and rewards crime and forms the basis of 
the wars of the world. 

Under it the brotherhood of man is but 
an impractical dream and civilization be- 
comes a synonym for the worst cruelties. 
Until we are willing to go to the root of the 
matter and adopt the social system taught 
by the Carpenter of Nazareth in place of 
the present system created by greed, let us 
not dishonor Him by calling this a Chris- 
tian civilization.

The First Voyage of the Old Sirius. 
From The Philadelphia Press. 
According to cable dispatches, the engines of 
the Sirius, the first English ship to cross the 
Atlantic, have been brought to the shore off the 
coast of Cork, after an immersion in the sea of 
over fifty years. These engines, now that they 
are recovered, ought to have an honored place 
in some British museum, for the voyage of the 
Sirius from Queenstown to New York in 1838 
has been widely and not inaptly compared to the 

voyage of Columbus in 1492. 

The little vessel—it was no larger than an 
ordinary modern tugboat—met strong head winds 
off the Irish coast, and the crew finally mutinied 
at what they considered the mad project of 
crossing the Atlantic in a steamship. Lieut. 
Roberts of the British Navy, however, enforced 
discipline at the muzzle of the pistol, and the 
dangerous voyage was completed in eighteen and 
a half days. In 1841, by the way, Lieut. Roberts 
left New York in command of the President, but 
from that day to this neither he nor his vessel 
was ever again heard of,

} Within the United States postal service. I 


refer to the sad condition of the substitute 
letter carrier. Substitute he is called, des- 
titute in reality. 

No one would imagine that the United 
States Government would appoint a man of 
good sound body and a fair education to @ 
position of substitute letter carrier and not 
pay him a sufficient salary to exist on. 
Considering that the New York Post Office 
ison a good paying basis, (the annual 
prefits being about $1,000,000,) and con- 
sidering the responsibilities connected with 
the carrying of mail, he ought to at least 
get a chance to live, but this is actually 
denied him, 

He receives from the Government the 
@enmerous sum of $1 per annum. For thie 
he reports every morning (at an hour whem 
most people are abed) at his station, lying 
in wait for some regular carrier who may 
be. late, or sick, or gets excused by the 
Superintendent. In these cases the substie 
tute takes the place of the regular carriers 

I was appointed two years ago as a sub- 

stitute, and have earned on an average 
$45 a month. I have used tp my little 
| savings which I had before I came into the 
'service, have got into debt to my grocer, 
butcher, baker, landlord, and to the uni« 
-form people for my new Spring uniform 
that I am now wearing, not to mention thag@ 
my family has been ill fed and clothed. 

Yes, I had to keep my children home from 
school for want of proper clothing on sey¢ 
eral occasions. 

Now in the face of this condition of af 
fairs and the number of substitutes in the 
city is ahout 400, and the small amount of 
money we are making, the Postmaster ap 
points another batch of unfortunates to add 
more miseries to those already affected. 

Does not the public expect us to be 
honest? If there is a dishonest employe in 
the service it is because the Government 
forces a man to work .for so small an 
amount of money after giving him @ 
position. | 

The period of substituting ig unlimited,’ 
and under the present head of the Post 
Office a man would be a substitute forever. 
I most earnestly appeal to you to let the 

public know the sad condition of the sub- 
stitute letter carrier, If you would send @ 
reporter to some of the stations in the city 
you would find that I have not exaggerate@ 
in any way.

GLASS-BOTTOMED BOATS. 


How Those Used on the Pacific Coast 
Might Prove Valuable Here.

In connection with the difficulty of locat« 
ing the bodies of the victims of the Slocum 
eisaster still remaining in the water, it has 
occurred to me that this is a good time to 
call the attention of the authorities and. 
the public in general to something I have 
never heard mentioned or seen advocated 
as a means of saving life or of locating the 
bodies of drowned or drowning persons at 
once. { 

I refer to the use of boats similar ta 
the so-called glass-bottomed boats seen at 
various ocean resorts on the Pacific Coast. 
These boats are there used to display ta 
visitors tha wonderful growth of algae and 
ali sorts of sea life. 

The boat is rowed about, and through the 
aperture made for the purpose everything 
in the water is clearly discernible to eal 
great depth. The boats are simply built 
and inexpensive, and I can see no reason ' 
why they cannot be put to a practical uses| 

Any water clear enough:fo permit a diver’ 
to see objects through the eyepieces of a 
helmet should be clear enough for this 
purpose. For Summer resorts, inland 
waters, particularly lakes, such a boat 
would prove invaluable, for many a life 
could be saved if the body was located 
and brought to the surface. and mean# 
of resuscitation begun at once. {

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PORAK PRESERVATIVES 
FOUND INJURIOUS 


Two Years’ Test on Poison Squad 
Shows Danger in Canned Foods. 


DIET MADE SUBJECTS ILL 


Government Employes Subjected to 
Treatment Which “Clouded Mental 
Processes” and “ Caused 
Nausea.”

WASHINGTON, June 22.—The experiment 
which has been conducted for nearly two 
years by Dr. Wiley, Chief Chemist of the 
Department of Agriculture, to determine 
the effect of the staple preserved foods 
on human health has been brought to a 
conclusion. The formal report has not been 
made public, but the conclusions were given 
out to-day. 

The verdict is adverse to the use of pre- 
servatives in all kinds of canned and pre- 
served foods. 

The experiment is the first and probably 
the most extensive of the kind ever car- 
ried through. Dr. Wiley a year ago last 
August selected twenty young men of good 
health in the Government empley, and made 
an agreement with them to enter on a 
systematic diet embracing suspected pre- 
served foods. The young men were to be 
boarded at the Government expense, and 
were to yield absolutely to rules laid down 
by Dr. Wiley and his associates, who were 
in charge of the experiment. 

The “poison squad,” as it was called, 
had its mess in a pleasant dining room in 
one of the\ department buildings. A com- 
modious kitchen was fitted up and a civil 
service cook engaged. The kitchen force 
Was arranged with a night and day shift. 
Everything eaten was weighed. A large 
laboratory especially fitted for this one 
series of experiments was employed in 
analyzing the feces and urine day and 
night. 

Accurate records were kept on every in- 
dividual under test and every kind of food 
used, The experiments which are the basis 
of the report now made were concerned 
with the use of borax as a food preserva- 
tive. 

The experiment is now going on in regard 
to salicylic acid, and later there will be a 
series of experiments on the use of sul- 
phites. 

One or two of the young men have been 
so injured by the consumption of boracic 
preservatives that by advice of physicians 
employed to keep watch of the subjects 
they were withdrawn from the tests. 

The results obtained from the experiments 
show that even in doses not exceeding a 
half gram (7% grains) a day, boric acid and 
borax as preservatives are prejudicial to 
health when consumed for a long time. 
The safe rule, it says, is to exclude these 
preservatives from foods for general con- 
sumption. When mixed with food they are 
absorbed into the circulation from the in- 
testinal canal. 

If continued for a long time in quantities 
not exceeding a half grain per day they 
Cause occasional periods of loss of appetite, 
bad feeling, fullness in the head, and dis- 
tress in the stomach. If given in larger 
and increasing doses, these symptoms are 
more rapidly developed and accentuated 
with a slight clouding of the mental proc- 
esses. When increased to three grams a 
day the doses sometimes cause nausea and 
vomiting. 

There is but little apparent disturbance 
in the process of digestion or assimilation. 


The administration of the preservatives, the 
report says, tends to diminish slightly the 
‘weight of the body. 

The general conclusion is reached that 
it is not advisable to use borax in food 
articles intended for common and con- 
tinuous use.

OLYMPIC GAMES IN ROME. 


Committee's President Against Holding 
Sports at Expositions. 


LONDON, June 22.—The International 
Olympic Games Committee held a meeting 
at the Mansion House to-day and decided 
that the fourth Olympiad be held at Rome, 
Italy, in 1908.

PRIZES AND MEDALS AWARDED 


The New High School Department Is 
Named After the Normal College’s 
Venerable Head. 


Over five hundred young women received 
their diplomas at Carnegie Hall last night 
as graduates of the Normal College. The 
large auditorium was filled to the highest 
gallery with the friends and relatives of 
the graduates, and they play A A vigor- 
ously when the numerous prizes. were 
awarded and the diplomas were distrib- 
uted. President Hunter addressed the grad- 
uates, telling them that the college had 
graduated in its thirty years 10,000 teachers, 
and that the public schools of this city 
are now mainly instructed and governed 
by its graduates. 

Speaking of the work of teaching, he said: 

“More than half of the disorder in school 
is caused by a quick, irritable temper, which 
simply indicates weakness. Justice, after 
all, is the grand quality. But justice needs 
a trained conscience; and a trained con- 
ecience needs a trained mind. If you pos- 
sess these qualities you can govern the most 
unruly children without the aid of that 
‘relic of barbarism,’ corporal punishment. 
In the most trying circumstances—and in 
the beginning of work as a teacher you may 
be sorely tried—command your temper. Un- 
less you do, you cannot command others.”’ 

Alrick H. Man, Chairman of the Execu* 
tive Committee of the Normal College gave 
out the prizes and medals. He said that 
during the past two years the college had 
been put upon the roll of those approved 
and registered by the Board of Regents, as 
the result of lengthening the course from 
five to six years.

consclous—Conductor Didn’t Stop. 


Great indignation was expressed last 
night by a trainload of passengers on 4 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit train bound for 
Coney Island when, after one of the passen- 
gers had been badly injured, the conductor 
refused to await the arrival of an ambu- 
lence and continued the trip to Coney Isl- 


and. 
The injured man was Arthur J. Lane of 


258 Washington Avenue, Brooklyn. As the 
train was approaching Avenue C, near 
Flatbush, the trolley pole left the wire 
above and, striking the cross wire, went 
crashing through the roof of the car. Lane 
was sitting in the car and, as the pole 
came through, it struck him. He was cut 
about the head and face, and had three 
ribs and a shoulder broken. 

The other passengers in the car became 
frightened, but when they found Lane un- 
conscious they told the conductor to send 
for an ambulance. He refused to do tha 
and after another pole had been adjust 
ordered the train to proceed. While it was 
going slowly along Sea Breeze Avenue one 
of the men passengers jumped from the 
front platform, and, running ahead, stood 
in the middle of the track, compelling the 
motorman to stop. Then he refused to 
leave until an ambulance was called. A 
few moments later Lane, still unconscious, 
was removed to the Coney Island Hospital, 
while the train proceeded to the station, its 
passengers still heaping maledictions on 
the head of the conductor;

Jade is warranted to keep its wearers 
from all sorts and kinds of untoward cir- 
cumstances—at least, so they believe in 
China, and Occidental people are not 
averse to believing something of the same 
kind if they are lucky enough to get a 
pretty piece.

Jewelry made of Oriental stones and with 
Oriental effects give combinations of col- 
ors that are pretty, effective, and becom- 
ing. Not as much coral is seen now as a 
short time ago, but nothing could be pret- 
tier than a necklace in which coral beads 
are combined with pearls and jade. The 
coral beads are carved, and there is a 
pendant.

A pretty thing, which may be either a 
brooch or a pendant, is formed of a large 
piece of the lucky jade in a setting of goid, 
with three long pendants. This costs $5v.

While jade is always good, amethysts 
and topaz are the stones of the moment. 
A very lovely necklace is made of the two 
stones, alternating, set between rows of 
small pearls, and mounted in silver and 
gold. he stones are of a beautiful limpid 
quality. This will make a wedding present 
that varies from the conventional. it 
costs $150.

Collars of amethysts are beautiful 
against a white skin. One of these with 
large stones of a deep color will cost $110. 
The stones are square cornered, something 
more than an inch up and down, by per- 
haps three-quarters of an inch across, with 
an unobtrusive setting of rose gold. There 
are sixteen of these large stones in the 
collar.

A beautiful cross of amethysts of the 
same deep rich color is made of six mag- 
nificent stones of the same shape, and of 
unusual thickness. The cross costs $100,

In topaz, equisite liquid gold stones, is 
a necklace for $720. It is made of big, lim- 
pid buttons graduated in size. The largest 
stones are perhaps the size of military 
buttons. They grow gradually smaller 
toward the back of the necklace. Neck- 
laces similar in design come in smaller 
stones.

Amber beads made up with Turkish sil- 
ver form a quaint necklace. These are in 
{irregular squares of the clouded amber, 
and of a soft color which comes only with 
ago. These beads are pieces of the amber 
originally used in Arabia for money. This 
necklace has a large ornament of the am- 
ber at the front, with three pear-shaped 
pendants, and costs $35.

Clear amber beads cost $3 and $4 a 
string, and are of the kind which a New 
York physician sent a client to buy the 
other day for his child as a preventative 
of croup. In the shop where it is sold they 
will not warrant the medicinal qualities.

A peculiar string of very old amber beads 
which costs $15 is in a beautiful and un- 
usual shade with a reddish tone, almost a 
terra cotta. The beads are the shape and 
size of bird’s eggs.

East Indian necklaces show a variety of 
stones and colors. There are emeralds, 
turquois, coral, moon stones, sapphires— 
several different colors in these—fourteen 
different kinds of stones in all. They are 
not large, and the necklaces are quaint and 
effective.

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IN THE BUSINESS WORLD 


Investigation of Alleged Underval- 
uation on Glassware Imports. 


Fondeville & Van Iderstine Blame Their 
Customs Troubles on a Jealous Com- 
petitor—Further Hearing To-day. 


Gen. T. 8S. Sharretts of the Board of 
United States General Appraisers took up 
yesterday morning the investigation of im- 
portations of glassware by Fondeville & Van 
Iderstine, which it is alleged have been 
undervalued. These importations have 
been the subject of a special investigation, 
both here and in Europe by the Treasury 
Department, and about six weeks ago 130 
cases of goblets and wine glasses were or- 
dered into the Appraisers’ Stores, for exam- 
ination and only released when the im- 

| porters furnished a heavy bond. It is al- 
leged by the Government that the goods 
are sold here 30 per cent. cheaper than 
in Canada, where the duty is lower than 
in the United States. 

Mr. Fondeville yesterday testified that the 
goods were sold to others in France at the 
same price, or even lower than the price 
at which they were invoiced to him, and 
declared that the attack on him had been 
instigated by a competitor who had form- 
erly been selling agent for the manufac- 
turers who made the goods. He declared 
that this man had made false representa- 
tions to the Government about his import- 
ations. Another hearing will be held to- 
day, at which Mr. Fondeville will be further 
examined. 


LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Flax Thread Waste Free as Paper Stock 
—Tables Turned on Importer. 


In a decision written by Judge Hender- 
son M. Somerville, the Board of United 
States General Appraisers yesterday sus- 
tained a protest by Joseph Libmann & Co., 
New York, against the assessment of 10 
per cent duty as ‘“‘ waste ’”’ on linen thread 
waste. The goods are described as worth 
about 8% cents a pound in the country of 
origin, and are used in the manufacture 
of high-grade linen writing paper. The 
assessment was made by the Government 
officers under the impression that the stuff 
was also used for packing car journals 
and similar purposes. Judge Somerville 
ruled that it was free of duty as paper 
stock. 

In a decision by General Appraiser Mc- 
Clelland, the board sustained a claim by 
Isaac Vought & Co., and incidentally im- 
posed a higher rate of duty than the one 


originally imposed. The merchandise was 
a mixture of castor oil, olive oil, and oleac 
acid, which it is alleged was intended, 
after a slight manipulation, to be used as 
an alizarin assistant, which is used in 
calico printing. It was assessed at 30 cents 
a gallon as an alizarin assistant, and the 
importers claimed that it was free of duty 
as soap stock. They also made an alter- 
native claim that it was a non-enumerated 
manufactured article. The 
claim was sustained by Mr. McClelland, 
who ruled that as a non-enumerated ar- 
ticle it was dutiable at the same rate as 
the constituent material of chief value, in 
this case castor oil, at 35 cents a gallon. 


PITTSBURG TRUST CO. ASSIGNS. 


Judgment for $29,725 by Philadelphia 
Contractors the Cause. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., June 22.—The Pru- 
dential Trust Company, located in the 
East End, and capitalized at $200,000, made 
a voluntary assignment to-day, the result 
of a judgment entered yesterday for $29,725 
by Machin & Brown, Philadelphia con- 
tractors. 

Homer L. Castle, attorney for the com- 
pany, says the deposits have decreased 


from $500,000 to $150,000 within a year. The 
assets, he says, are ample, not only to pay 
the depositors in full, but to pay the stock- 
holders 100 cents on the dollar. The last 
report of the condition of the institution 
dated May 31 last, showed resources of 
$592,744.03, 


New Move in Gilsey House Suit.

In the present market dullness does 
not mean weakness, nor does strength 
mean activity, The volume of business 
remains nearly constant, and prices show 
daily improvement, generally in tone and 
often in figures. All the Pacifics were 
strong together yesterday, and the mar- 
ket was strong with them. This is some- 
thing of a phenomenon, for the various 
Pacifics afford a wide range of consider- 
ations affecting values. Missouri Pa- 
cific is struggling against serious loss of 
earnings; Canadian Pacific is enjoying 
a boom; Southern Pacific’s immediate 
prospects are associated with proposed 
financing upon a great Scale; and Union 
Pacific, without much change in its lat- 
est reported earnings, is under the shad- 
ow of the Northern Securities litigation. 
When good and bad factors of value all 
have the same effect it would seem that 
the market is independent of such con- 
siderations. Of selling for the fall and of 
buying for the rise there is equally little 
trace. Benevolent interests for selfish 
reasons will not see values sacrificed, 
and of necessitous liquidation there has 
been no trace for long. The market is 
not so dead as recently, nor yet so nerv- 
ous as at still other periods. Its irre- 
sponsiveness to considerations affecting 
values appears to spring from a dead- 
lock of opinions. There is no agreement 
whether the worst has been seen, or re- 
garding whether present prices ade- 
quately discount such reaction as we 
have experienced. It is necessary for 
something to happen before much move- 
ment can be anticipated in either direc- 
tion. The temper of the day was better 
than for a long time. But conditions 
have not changed, and the run of strong 
days calls for reaction on general prin- 
ciples without regard either to intrinsic 
or speculative conditions. Orfe factor of 
improvement has passed without result. 
The Republican Convention might have 
been a camp meeting for all the attention 
Wall Street has paid to it. This is sin- 
gular, and inauspicious for the candidate 
of the party hitherto looked to to nomi- 
nate advance agents.of prosperity. There 
would seem to be an implication of 
doubts that all our good things spring 
from the tariff, or that the Northern Se- 
curities litigation was really a good 
thing, for either the candidate or enter- 
prises in similar situation with the de- 
fendants. 

There was nothing in the market to 
discuss except its tone, One or two 
banking institutions reported their em- 
barrassment, but the circumstances were 
not of general interest. Chicago and 
Northwest reported a loss of earnings for 
May of $500,946, but its price was un- 
changed. Panhandle reported a decrease 
fu gross but an increase in net—wherein 
may lie encouragement for those inter- 
ested in whether or not Pennsylvania 
properties can reduce their expenses 
proportionately to their loss of business, 
The Burlington bond offering and Rock 
Island note issues are reported all off the 
market, indicating that the dead-lock in 
the stock market does not extend to in- 
vestment propositions. The leading or- 
gan of the iron trade quotes reports of 
larger orders, which it has itself been un- 
able to trace. Its own opinion is that the 
outlook is not perceptibly better and 
that the prices of the moment are

Ix-Mayor Seth Low arrived here yester- 
day on the steamship Oceanic of the White 
Star Line after his five months’ tour of 
Italy, France, and England. He was ac- 
companied by Mrs. Low. 

“What is the news here?” was his first 
question. ‘‘ Have they nominated Roose- 
velt yet?”’ 

When he was told that the nominating 
would probably be done to-day and that 
Senator Fairbanks would be the Presi- 
dent’s running mate Mr. Low said: “A 
good ticket; a strong ticket, and one hard 
to beat.”’ 

Speaking of his trip, the ex-Mayor said 
that he had enjoyed Spring weather in 
Sicily, Rome, Paris, in England, and finally 
in Scotland. 

“The place that impressed me most,” 
said Mr. Low, ‘‘ was Rome. I had not 
been there for thirty-seven years, I was 
much interested in the archaeological dis- 
coveries of Signor Boni, especially in the 
cornerstone of the statue of Domitian, 
which was erected in the first century. In 
a square hole under it were found five 
vases which were imbedded ih hardened 


mud. Boni considered it likely that Domi- 
tian was present when they were deposit- 
ed, and so he had the King of Italy there 
when they were taken out. They have the 
Same markings as some vases found in 
tombs near by which date back to 1500 
B. C. They are of terra cotta. 

“In Rome the populace is overjoyed at 
the continued success of the Japanese, 
while official sentiment still favors the 
Russians. I had the honor, through Arch- 
bishop Farley, of meeting the Pope, whom 
I found to be a simple, unaffected man 
very much in earnest.” 

Mr. Low added that he had been away 
so long that he was not prepared to talk 
on politics. He said he would go to his 
Summer home at Northeast Harbor, Me.. 
where he would remain until called upon 
to help in the coming campaign-

TO STOP AUTO STONING 
Schoolboys Must Quality in Dis- 
cipline to Graduate. 


NORMAL GRADUATES’ VICTORY 


Can Take Examinations for High School 
Professorships, Despite Maxwell’s Dis- 
approval—Principal Exonerated. 


The graduates of the Normal College, 
after a fight of six months, have at last 
won from the Board of Education the per- 
mission to take the examinations for high 
school professorships, This permission was 
granted last evening at the meeting of the 
board. Before the motion was passed 
ordering the Board of Examiners to rescind 
its resolution excluding the Normal Col- 
lege graduates from the examinations a 
sharp debate was waged for two hours 
between City Superintendent Maxwell and 
several Commissioners of the board. After 
the meeting Dr Maxwell said: 

““The course in the Normal College is six 
years, as it is in any other teachers’ train- 
ing school in the city. The victory that 
they have won will do them no good, and 
will give the Board of Examiners a lot 
more work. Tq pass the examinations for 
the high schools the applicants from the 
Normal College would need about six more 
years of training in such institutions as 
Yale or Harvard.”’ 

Owing to the call made by the Police 
Department upon the Board of Superin- 
tendents to help to maintain discipline 
among boys who stone automobiles, the 
Board of Education passed a resolution re- 
quiring that every boy must qualify in 
discipline just as in a regular study before 
he can take an examination to be pro- 
moted or graduated from the schools. 

Principal Eugene G. Putnam of Public 
School No. 20, Richmond, has been exon- 
erated of the charge of gross misconduct 
upon which he has been tried by Se Com- 
mittee on Elementary Schools and has been 
restored to his position with pay for the 
time which he has been suspended. 

District Superintendent Bardwell sus- 
pended Mr, Putnam a few days ago because 
he met Miss Mabel Overton, a teacher in 
his school, on the evening of May 11, and 
is alleged to have used unbecoming lan- 
guage to her. He said at his trial that he 
had acted as he did because he had a short 
time before taken a dose of chloral. He 
has been defended throughout b> Miss 
Overton and his friends. 

Chairman William Lummis of _ the 
Finance Committee offered a resolution re- 
questing that the City Superintendent com- 
pile a statement of his opinions on the 


question of the reinstatement of corporal 
punishment in the public schools and 
sent it to the board on the occasion of its 
last meeting before vacation, which will be 
heid on July 11. 

As Controller Grout has held up the pur- 
chase of a site for a new truants’ school, 
the Board of Education has determined to 
appoint two Commissioners to explain the 
needs of the system for such an institution 
to the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment. Principals believe that it is impera- 
tive that New York City have soon a tru- 
ant school capable of accommodating from 
150,000 to 250,000 children. They say that 
such an institution would be more effect- 
ive in the maintenance of discipline than 
corporal punishment. 


HIT BY UNTERMYER AUTO. 


Crowd Threatens Lawyer’s Son When 
Policeman Arrests Him. 


Irwin and Samuel Untermyer, Jr., sons of 
Samuel Untermyer, the lawyer, of 675 Fifth

Rockefeller’s other holdings, near both his 


old residence, which wWas destroyed by 
fire last year, and the new one, which is 
about to be erected.

TELLS PLOT TO WRECK 
PITTSFIELD EXPRESS 


Story of Man Arrested for Threat- 
ening Mellen Train. 


BUNDLE OF TIES ON TRACK 


Sullivan Arraigned Here and Held for 
Connecticut Authorities—His 
Variegated Record. 


Michael J. Sullivan, who was arrested on 
Monday at Tunkhannock, Penn., after writ- 
ing a letter to President Mellen of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
promising to reveal, for $10,000, a plot to 
wreck a special train carrying Connecticut 
delegates to the Chicago Convention, was 
arraigned yesterday in the Tombs Police 
Court and remanded to Police Headquar- 
ters for forty-eight hours to await the 
action of the Connecticut authorities. His 
bail: was fixed by Magistrate Breen at 
$5,000, 

Sullivan also declared to two of Inspector 
McClusky’s detectives that he had seen 
three men attempt to wreck the Pittsfield 
express at North Haven, Conn., on the 
night of May 28 last. He said he saw the 
three men fasten together with chains a 
bundle of ties and place them on the rail- 
road track near North Haven. A light 
engine that preceded the express, according 
to Sullivan, brought about the discovery of 
the attempt to wreck the train, and the 
obstructions were removed after the ex- 
press had been flagged. 

Inspector McClusky did not put much 
eredence in the tale, as he found that two 
of the names mentioned by Sullivan were 
fictitious and he thought that the third 
might be also. 

Inspector McClusky declared yesterday 
that Sullivan had had a long criminal 
career, and had served several )@ars in 
State prison in various parts of the coun- 
try. He has many aliases, the Inspector 
stated. When arrested and locked up in 
the Tombs five years ago, Sullivan is said 
to have turned hiswemarkable memory for 
names to his own profit by writing to 
scores of people all over the country who 
had advertised for missing relatives and 
telling them in each case that he was the 
relative they were looking for, and obtain- 
ing in all as a result several thousand 
dollars. One man alone, it is said, sent 
him $400. 

Sullivan is an expert penman, and one 
story has it that while confined in prison 
at Nashville, Tenn., he forged the name of 
the Governor of the State to pardon papers 
and was allowed to go free. At that time 
he is said to have forged the name of his 
attorney and obtained a considerable. sum 
of money. Sullivan is about forty-five 
years old and was born at Brookfield, Mass. 
He boasts of having studied law with Ed- 
ward Bellamy, author of ‘“‘ Looking Back- 
ward.”’ 


Schwartz Will Contest.

BIG GOVERNMENT SWINDLE. 


Illicit Distillers Raise Rectifying Stamps 
and Clear $100,000. 


Special to The New York Times. 

RALEIGH, N. C., June 22.—By the trial 
in the United States Court at Greensbor- 
ough of A. J. Davis, B. F. Sprinkle, W. B. 
Young, and T. M. Angle, one of the biggest 
swindling schemes ever unearthed in this 
district has been brought to light. The 
Government has lost more than $100,000, 
as a result of the operations of the swin- 
dlers, now sentenced to eighteen months in 
the penitentiary at Atlanta. 

A rectifying plant was established in 
Caswell County, near a registered distil- 
lery. Revenue stamps for the liquor from 
a rectifying establishment may be issued 
in other States than the one in-which the 
rectifying plant is situated. When they 
are put on the barrels containing liquor 
that is to be rectified a certain portion of 
these stamps is cut out and taken to the 
office of the Collector of the district. This 
shows the proof of the liquor which has 
been distilled and which the owner desires 
to have rectified. Stamps are then issued 
by the Collector for the number of proof 
gallons thus shown to have been distilled. 

In the case in hand the stamps were pur- 
chased in the State of Indiana. They 
showed the proof to be ten. When they 
were handed in to Collector Duncan they 
represented the proof to be 190. For thirty 
days the loss to the Government was about 
$3,500 per day, according to the investiga- 
tion which has thus far been made. 


MOYER PREDICTS REBELLION.
